PARIS, Nov. 3.—The French Foreign 
Office announced this afternoon that it 
had been formally notified that the An- 
gora National Assembly had dethroned 
the Sultan and declared an end of the 
Ottoman Empire. The Assembly re- 
gerves the right to elect the Caliph as 
the religious head of the Mohammedans. 
There is to be no other Government in 
Turkey than that of the National As- 
sembly. This is taken in Paris as being 
equivalent to the establishment of a re- 
public in Turkey. 

At the same time a message from Con- 
atantinople says that the Government 
sitting there will decline the allied in- 
vitation to the Lausanne conference 
and thus avoid the issue raised by 
Kemal’s refusal to permit his delegates 
to ‘sit at a peace table where the Con- 
stantinople Government is represented. 

According to French information the 
abolition of the empire was effected at 
7:30 o’clock on the evening of Nov. 1 by 
@ unanimous resolution of the Assembly. 
Its formal action was expressed in the 
passage of this law: 


“ Article I.—From March 16, 1920, and |

No 
other form of government will be recog- 
nized, and the people will recognize no 
personal authority like that in, Constan- 
tinople. 


Assembly to Elect the Caliph. 

“Article II.—The Caliphate will con- 
tinue to be exercised by the Osman 
family, but the Assembly will choose 
& Prince whose moral qualities, talent 
and conduct suit him for the choice. 
The Turkish Government will be the 
principal rampart of the Caliphate.” 


At noon today Ferid Bey, representa-| 


tive in Paris of the Angora Government, 
handed to the Quai d'Orsay the follow- 
ing note: 

“‘ By order of my Government, I have 
the honor to notify the Government of 
the French Republic that, conformably 
to the law of June 17, 1920, the Gov- 
ernment of the Grand National Assem- 
bly of Turkey considers as null and 
void all treaties, conventions and con- 
tracts concluded since March 16, 1920, 
by the Administration in Constantinople, 
as well as all acts of that Administra- 
tion. 

“‘In virtue of the same law it is 
understood that the results of the ne- 
gotiations undertaken by the said Ad- 
ministration with financial establish- 
ments with a view to obtaining ad- 


vances engage in no way the Govern-/| 


ment of Turkey.’’

LONDON, Nov. 3.—The London Times, 
now that it has become the property 
of John Walter and Major the Hon. 
John Jacob Astor, is to be established 
as a national newspaper. It is to be 
controlled as to the broad lines of its 
policy by a board of distinguished men 
chosen for their standing in the com- 
munity, interested in politics, but not 
primarily politicians. 

The Times has already resumed its 
traditional attitude toward public af- 
fairs, and it will continue to aim at rep- 
resenting the best in British national 
opinion. It will support the Government 
of the day whenever it finds it possible, 
but it will preserve scrupulously its in- 
dependence and will be always ready to 
play the part of a candid friend. 

Conflict for possession of The Times 
after Lord Northcliffe’s death was keen 
and full of dramatic moments. Theré 
were serious legal complications to be 
solved, and the recapture by John Wal- 
ter of the newspaper which his ancestors 
founded was attended by heavy loss to 
himself. It was, however, greatly fa- 
cilitated by the aid of Sir Campbell 
Stuart, managing director, and. W, 
Lints Smith, general manager. The first 
step in the drama came two months be- 
fore Lord Northcliffe’s death. John 
Walter was in complete disagreement 
with Northcliffe’s policy and he de- 
cided to give up all connection with The 
Times. He, therefore, sold to North- 


cliffe his 200,000 shares at par, leaving 
the newspaper in the hands of North- 


cliffe and Sir John Ellerman, prominent 
ship owner. 

Now, in the original agreement be- 
tween Walter and Northcliffe when the 
latter bought an interest in The Times 
there was a clause giving Walter the 
option of buying back the Northcliffe 
shares on his death at a price depend- 
ent on the dividends it was earning, but 
at not less than 10 shillings per share. 
This option was, of course, extinguished 
by Northcliffe’s later purchase of tho 
remaining Walter holdings, but it was

| Northcliffe’s will. So when he died and 
| it became evident that his estate would 
have to dispose of the newspaper, tne 
nice legal question arose of whether 
Walter could demand an option on the 
strength of the clause in the will or

Opinions as to the wisdom of the 
National Liberals in taking this step 
differ. Provocation through the action 
of the Conservatives in certain districts 
is undoubted and increasing. In thé 
last day or two Captain Frederick 
Guest, the late Minister of the Air, who, 
it was fully understood was to be free 
from Unionist attack, has had a Con- 
servative nominated against him in the 
person of Sir Hall Caine’s son Ralph.

Manchester Liberals Unite. 


An important decision was reached 
today at Manchester and Salford. It is 
announced that the local Liberals, 
whether Asquithian Independent Liberals 
or Lloyd George National Liberals, had 
agreed to sink their differences and pre- 
sent a united front to the Conservative 
and Labor attack. Similar movements 
toward Liberal unity are going on at 
Leeds, Sheffield and Liverpool, and they 
may be copied in other constituencies. 

At a meeting of Liberals at Man- 
chester tonight, attended by prominent 
men of both wings of the Liberal Party, 
a resolution was adopted pledging the 
meeting to return all Liberal candidates 
in Manchester and Salford. Lord Grey, 
who addressed the meeting, said the 


resolution was most encouraging to the 
Liberal Party and was a good augury 
for Liberal success at the elections. Sir 
William Barton, one of the local Liberal 
candidates, said that the rank and file 
of Liberalism had adjusted their differ- 
ences and they wanted their leaders to 
do the same. If the differences were 
not settled, he declared, the rank and 
file would have the say as to who the 
leaders should be. 

The latest reports indicate that at least 
1,374 candidates will contest the 626 Par- 
liamentary seats. These candidates are 
divided among the various parties as 
follows: Conservatives, 465; Independent 
Liberals, 325; National Liberals, 170, and 
Labor, 414.

Search Parties Hunt Marauder 
in Vain on Bergen Estate 
Near Babylon.

BABYLON, L. I., Nov. 3.—A baboon, 
believed to have been the mascot of 
seafaring bootleggers and left ashore 
after a rum-running expedition to 
Great South Bay, has taken up its 
home in the abandoned house on what 
was formerly the estate of the late Cor- 
nelius Bergen, between Babylon and 
Lindenhurst. The nocturnal forays of 
the animal, which included an attack 
upon William, the 15-year-old son of 
Charles Elinger, the caretaker who liver 
on the grounds, have aroused the coun- 
tryside, and hunting parties have been 
organized in which agents of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
have joined. 

The Bergen estate, which is now 
owned by Mrs. William BH. Hawkins, 
comprises about 200 acres and Hes be- 
tween Old Country Road and the shore 
of Great South Bay. It is a lonely and 
unfrequented place, in the centre of 
which is located the old Bergen home, a 
three-story building now falling into 
ruin. Young William lJBlinger went 


down to the creek in the dusk of falling! 


night several days ago to jook after 
muskrat traps, taking with him Wil- 
liam Tell, a Belgian police dog. The 
boy was walking slowly along the side 
of the creek when he came suddenly 
upon the baboon, which apparently had 
just dropped from a limb of a tree. 
The boy shouted to frighten the animal 
away, but instead the baboon made for 
young Elinger. It knocked him down 
with a sweep of one long arm and was 
tearing at his clothing when, in fright, 
the boy called to his dog. As William 
Tell came bounding up the baboon met 
the dog with a swing of its arm that 
sent William Tell flying back several 
feet. The dog returned in a Jump and 
closed in. After a few moments of 
snarling and biting the baboon gave 
a screech of pain and fled into the un- 
derbrush. 

Young Elinger hurried home to report. 
He said he first thought it was a man, 
for the animal stood as tall as himself, 
and William is a big boy for his age. 
An investigation next day failed to dis- 
close the baboon, but since then it has 


been seen several times. It was seen 
through the window of the old house 
moving about inside. Some hunters say 
they saw it at one of the upper win- 
dows. One man declares that as he ap- 
proached the house he saw the animal 
climb out of a third-story window, seize 
the lightning rod and slide down to the 
ground. So quickly was this done and 
so surprised was the hunter that he 
could not get his gun to his shoulder be- 
fore the baboon had rounded a corner 
of the house and was out of sight. 

Last night a hunting party from 
Babylon came out and tramped in vain 
for hours through the estate. At the 
request of Mrs. Hawkins the agents of 
the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals took up the search, 
but so far without result. 


REPUBLICAN FUNDS

Congressional Committee Reports 
on Sums Sent Out—Several New 
York Candidates Aided. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—On the eve 
of the campaign wind-up the Republican 
Congressional Committee showed in a 
supplemental report filed today with the 
Clerk of the House a number of districts 
to which it had sent money on behalf of 
Republican candidates. Ohio, Missouri, 
Michigan, Indiana, Maryland, New York 
and Tennessee were among the States 
where active work is under way in the 
fight to hold seats. 

Contributions to the committee since 
its last statement were $9,726, of which 
$5,000 was sent to it by the Republican 


Senatorial Committee. Among candi- 
dates in whose interest it sent funds 
were: 

Ohio—Representatives Morgan, Foster, 
Ricketts and Moore, $500 each; Thomp- 
son, $344, and Fitzgerald, $250. The 
sum of $250 each was sent to Represen- 
tatives Begs and Speaks for organiza- 
tion and education. 

New York—Representatives Folk and 
Ansorge, $500 each; F. H. LaGuardia, 
nominee in the 20th District, and Albert 
Schwartz, nominee in the 18th, $500 
each.

Louis Karsch Denies Franken- 
berg’s Testimony That He 
Was Secretary. 





GRAND JURY TO GET FACTS 


Signed Papers at Request of 
A. H. Murphy, Bronx Boss— 
Sinnott Firm Attacked. 


More evidence of graft and the use 
of political influence in connection with 
city bus operation was disclosed yester- 
day at theo hearing before the Transit 
Commission. Louis Karsch of Mount 
Vernon testified that he had never 
known he was Secretary of the West 
Farms Bus Corporation, which runs a 
20-cent line to City Island, or that he 
was supposed to own one-third of its 
stock until he had read of recent dis- 
closures in the newspapers. 

Mr. Karsch said he had once signed a 
paper at the request of the late Arthur 
H. Murphy, former Democratic leader of 
the Bronx, but did not know what it 
was, had never visited the company’s 
offices and had never had any share of 
the profits, which former Supreme Court 
Justice Clarence J. Shearn, special coun- 
sel of the commission, showed to have 
been at least $17,500 in six months of 
operation. 

Mr. Karsch dented several staterrents 
which were made on the stand by Fer. 
dinand W. Frankenberg, president of the 
company, who said that he knew Karsch 


and that Karsch was at the compahy’s | 


offices three or four times a week. Mr. 
Karsch said he had never even seen Mr. 
Frankenberg until the latter had called 
on him the preceding day in what 
seemed to be an attempt to influence his- 
testimony, and that he had told him 
that he was going to tell the truth. He 
said that the entries in the company’s 
books, purporting to show that he had 
attended meetings of its directors, were 
false. This led Judge Shearn to say 
that making false records in the books 
of a corporation was a penal offense. 


How the Profits Were Shared. 


It was brought out that the profits 
were apparently shared by the estate of 
Mr. Murphy, Under Sheriff Thomas H. 
O'Neil and Mr. Frankenberg, and that 
the West Farms Bus Corporation, called 
by Judge Shearn the “ Murphy-O' Neil 
company,’’ was formed some months 
before the franchise of its predecessor, 
the City Island Bus Company, was re- 
scinded by the Board of Estimate for 
failure to pay the city the $500 a year 
called for by the terms of its contract. 
Judge Shearn by reading from records 
established the fact that the West Farms 
company paid nothing to the city. 

In commenting wpon the testimgny, 
Judge Shearn, calling attention to the 
fact that the city had spent between 
$40,000 and $50,000 in salaries for the 
supervision of the bus lines, expressed 
belief that, in view of their failure to 
get any money from the operation of 
this profitable line for the city, the city 
officials concerned would be personally 
Mable for waste of city funds. 

Austen P. Fox, a real estate and in- 
surance broker, testified that in attempt- 
ing to form an organization of bus own- 
ers he had learned that it cost from $300 
to $500 for each to get assigned to a 
profitable -line.

FOUR GIRLS KILLED, 
6 PERSONS HURT, 
IN-GELLULOID FIRE 


One Worker in Factory Jumps to 
Death, Two Others Die 
of Burns. 


MANY DROP FROM WINDOWS 


Flames Race Through Three- 
Story Building When Combs 
ignite From Electric Stove. 


TRAP TOP-FLOOR WORKERS 


Several, Overcome While Waiting 
for Rescuers With Ladders, Fall 
Back Into Burning Room. 


Four girls lost their Mves and six 
persons were burned and otherwise in- 
jJured yesterday afternoon when an elec- 
tric stove in a celluloid comb factory at 
16 East Thirteenth Street set fire to an 
assortment of combs on a work bench. 

The celluloid comb factory was on the 
second floor. The girls who were killed 
and injured were those employed on the 
third, which is the top floor. 

The blaze ran through the celluloid 
like gunpowder. Those at work on the 
second floor had barely time to escape. 
Clouds of smoke poured up the rear of 
the old brick building. 

The girls on the top floor, who were 
sewing on uniforms in the S. Mars fac- 
tory, got the alarm only when smoke 
came rushing in through the rear win- 
dows, where the onlv fire-escape was 
located. Believing they were cut off 
here, they ran to the door opening out 
upon the staircase. Thick smoke and 
flames met them there. Two or three 
dashed through the smoke in the hall 
and ran up a short stairway to the roof, 
from which they were later rescued. 

The rest ran to the front window 
screaming for help. Bight or nine of 
them crowded into the windows, because 
it was their only chance to be rescued 
and in the meantime because it was the 
only place where they could breathe. 
Thick smoke from the celluloid filled the 
whole floor and poured out the windows. 
Shrieking for help and anxiously looking 
up and down the street for signs of the 
firemen coming, the terrified women 
were forced to lean far out of the win- 
dow to catch a breath of fresh air. One 
or two, overeeme by smoke, fell back 
into the room and the others became 
desperate. 


Tried to Aid Women. 


In the meantime Solomon Mars, pro- 
prietor of the uniform shop on the top 
floor, had dropped out of the third story 
window and landed on a ledge about 
four feet wide which covers the top of 
a built-out show window on the second 
floor. Standing betwéen two streams of 
smoke issuing from the second-story 
windows, he held up his arms to help 
women down to the narrow ledge. Men 
on the street ran for ladders. The clang 
of fire bells was heard. 

‘“‘ Here come the ladders!’’ was the 
shout from the street. One girl, how- 
ever, forced her way through the win- 
dow in a panic and jumped, missing 
Mars. She hit the little pent-house roof 
over the show window, but it slopes 
downward toward the street and she 
lost her footing. She clutched the air 
wildly and fell twenty feet to a stone 
pavement. 

The smoke pouring out over the heads 
of the young woren at the top floor 
window was now lighted up by flames 
behind them, and they were shrieking 
in a panic. Another scrambled out. 
Clinging to the stone sill of the window, 
she let herself down so’ that Mars could 
catch her. She dropped. The man 
grabbed her and tried to pin her to the 
wall, but the impact was too strong 
for him. Mars and the woman were 
both hurled off the ledge to the pave- 
ment. 

Hysterical, choking with smoke, others 
dropped the same way, bounded off the 
little sloping metal roof and landed on 
the hard pavement, cruelly hurt. When 


the firemen arrived with ladders one 
brave woran inside the window was 
holding the arms of another who was 
clinging to the sill and preparing to 
drop. 

Flames Reach Woman. 


‘‘The ladders are coming was the 
shout again. This time it was true. 
The woman inside the building suddenly 
screamed in pain. The flames had 
reached her and she tried to beat them 
out of her clothing. She disappeared, 
apparently fainting. The other woman 
clung desperately to the sill. But the 
sill was a slab of weather-beaten and 
crumbling stone. <A piece broke off in 
her hand and she fell. The narrow tin 


roof did not serve to break her fall, 
and she landed heavily on the concrete 
pavement. ; 

A second afterward Acting Deputy 
Chief Quinn and several firemen had 
ladders at both windows. By this time 
all the girls had either jumped or fallen 
back unconscious. Firémen carried out 
one girl whose clothes were burning. 
Another, unconcious and scorched, hung 
limp over the shoulder of a fireman

SMITH CALLS MILLER 
FOE OF 5-CENT FARE 


Legislation Makes a Guarantee 
Impossible, He Tells Bronx 


Audience. 
MET BY MARCHING THRONG 


Red Fire, Torches and Twelve 
Bands Lend Color and Sound 
to Night Parade. 


Alfred E. Smith went to the Bronx 
last night for the first time in the cam- 
paign and got the most impressive re- 
ception he has received so far, not even 
excepting the one at Tammany Hall. 

For an hour or more before Mr. Smith 
arrived hundreds of enthusiastic men 
and women, in automobiles and afoot, 
paraded the streets of the Bronx, cheer- 
ing wildly for the Democratic nominee 
for Governor. Red fire and flaming 
torches lighted the sky along the line 
of march, giving notice of the cele- 
bration even ahead of the music of a 
dozen bands, 

The procession met Mr. Smith’s car 
at the Willis Avenue Bridge. Thence 
it escorted him to the Morris High 
School, where several thousand persons 
had crowded into the building. 

In the opening of his speech, Mr. 
Smith launched a sharp attack on Gov- 
ernor Miller’s transit record. He closed 
by declaring the Governor a reactionary 
on many counts. He said that it was 
ridiculous for the Governor to pose as 
standing for the five-cent fare when by 
his own legislation he had made it im- 
possible for any one to guarantee car 
fare for a nickel. 

Mr. Smith declared that it was plain 
to every one that Governor Miller’s mes- 
Sage to the Legislature on traction had 
only been sent after a conference with 
the men who were managing the rail- 
ways. He reiterated his chargethat 


the Governor wrecked the Labor Depart- 
ment. 


Mr. Smith’s Address. 


In his speech Mr. Smith said: 

““In Nassau County last night the 
Governor said I wag discussing every- 
thing except transit. I have discussed 
transit. with him until I have him at a 
standstill. I told him before, and I re- 
peat it tonight in the Bronx, that he can 
settle this whole transit argument if he 
will answer just a few questions. 

“For the purpose of getting votes he 
is posing as a five-cent-fare Governor. 
If he expects anybody to believe that, 
he must first explain his purpose when 
he took away from the City of New 
York all of her power over the dual 
contracts, as well as jurisdiction that 
she had enjoyed for years over all of 
her franchises. 

‘“‘He would not dare go to Utica and 
there deny the purpose that he had in 
his mind, because there his commission 
raised the fares. He would not go to 
Rochester and deny the purpose, be- 
cause there his commission has deliv- 
ered the people over to the telephone 
company. He would not make that 
claim in his own city of Syracuse, be- 
cause there he has delivered his own 
neighbors over to the gas company. 

‘Everybody in this city that knows 
— knows very well that Governor 
Miller started out in 1921 to increase 
carfares. His first message to the Leg- 
islature dealt entirely with the finan- 
cial condition of the street-car com- 
panies. It could only have been drawn 
after a conference with the people who 
were managing the railroad properties. 

_ ‘* After his message was read a prom- 
inent Republican Senator from Greater 
New York said: ‘I am opposed to the 


eight-cent fare for New York, because 
I know it is not necessary. It is a bad 


| thing to propose that the Legislature go 


over the heads of the city officials to 
force a higher fare on the traction Hnes 
for which the city has spent such large 
sums. 

‘** Did that Senator know or did he not 
know what he was talking about? There 
is no doubt in my mind and no doubt in 
the minds of the people of this city. 

‘But for fear there might be in your 
mind, I will remove it when I give you 
the language of Senator Lusk, the Gov- 
ernor’s spokesman in the upper house, 
defending the message in terms that 
amounted to an apology, for he saii: 
‘The talk of a five-cent fare was the 
talk of a demagogue.’ He further said 
that the subject had been broached by 
financiers and by demagogues. In view 
of that, with whom does the Governor 
stand—the demagogues or the finan- 
ciers? If all this means anything it 
means that the Governor’s spokesman in 
the —— house at Albany put every- 
body in New York outside the interested 
financiers in the demagogue class.

Governor Miller, continuing his dis- 
cussion of the transit situation last 
night at a campaign meeting in Dur- 
land's Riding Academy, declared that 
the Hylan administration’s plan of 
“‘ destruction ” of the city’s transporta- 
tion system, to which, he said, his ad- 
versary, former Governor Smith, was 
committed, was illustrated by the main- 
tenance of the bus lines, which he char- 
acterized as ‘‘an open, avowed, almost 
daily declared purpose to scrap the sur- 
face lines in order to substitute a polit- 
ically controlled method of operation 
in its place.’’ 

“For about three years,” the Gove 
ernor said, ‘‘we have had bus lines 
illegally operated and the reason why 
they have been illegally operated is 
plain. There was a legal method of 
operation, but a legal method would have 
prevented their operation for private 
profit. 

“That system has been allowed to 
grow up which could not possibly have 
grown up under legal operation, and 
they persisted in continuing illegal op- 
eration in order that they might keep 
the whip-hand over the bug drivers, over 
the bus owners, over the bus lines, in 
order to collect tribute in one way or 
another for their political friends,” 


Cheered by Great Throng, 

More than 7,000 persons heard the 
Governor speak and cheered him to the 
echo. It was by far the biggest and 
noisiest meeting of the Republican cam- 
paign. It was preceded by many pa- 
‘rates, thtluding oné of college men, that 
started from Forty-eight Street and 
Park Avenue, Amherst, Columbia, Yale, 
Princeton, Harvard, Williams, Cornell, 
Pennsylvania and Oity College were rep- 
resented by delegations. The parade en- 
tered the hall with a band in its van. 
The college men brought with them a 
campaign glee club, which helped the 
five or six bands to keep things lively. 

The Riding Academy was filled long 
before the hour for the meeting. Repre- 
sentative Ogden L. Mills and Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy Theodore Roase- 
velt were the preliminary speakers. The 
Governor appeared about 9 o'clock, just 
as Mr. Mills was finishing his address 
and he received a great ovation that 
continued for five minutes. 

Governor Miller devoted his entire 
speech to transit, except one reference 
to a “‘ whispering campaign,’’ which he 
charged had been started against him 
to stir up certain racial feeling. 

Reviews Transit Situation, 


The Governor reviewed the whole 
transit situation from the time that Mr. 
Smith took office as Governor. He re- 
iterated his charge that Lewis Nixon, 
the Public Service Commissioner ap- 
pointed by Smith, had done nothing 
‘‘ except to try to bring about an eight- 
cent fare’ and to abolish many tratia- 


fer points. He described in detail the - 


_work of the Transit Commission and its 
program for the future. 

‘‘I am able emphatically to pledge to 
the people of this city,’’ he said, sum- 
marizing the future plans, ‘‘ that unless 
this work is stricken down, they can. 
have one completed, connected, efficient, 
properly conducted transit system, ail 
operated for a single five-cent fare,’’ 

‘“‘ Now, with that summary,’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘I come to another important 
phase of the transit problem which has 
not yet been discussed in this cam- 
paign except perhaps  incidentally— 
buses. I turn my attention to that sub- 
ject now, because it is illuminating. It 
is possible for the people to understand 
now why there was the desperate strug- 
gle for four years to turn the existing 
facilities into Junk in order to substi- 
tute another method of transportation 
in its place. 

‘The reason, which has been so long 
concealed, is now made manifest. An 
openly avowed, almost daily declared 
purpose has existed to scrap the surface 
lines, which last year carried a billion - 
people, in order to substitute a polit- 
ically controlled method of operation in 
their place. 

Undoubtedly in time, with the proper 
development of transit facilities, thera 
will be a gradual elimination of surface 
lines, as there will be a gradual elimina- 
tion of elevated lines, but in the present 
distressed lack of transit facilities none 
should be scrapped until something else 
is ready to take its place. The plan of 
the Transit Commission contemplates 
the operation of bus lines wnerever bus 
lines are practicable. That plan, put 
out more than a year ago, plainly pro- 
vides for the use of bus lines as feedors 


to the central system, the backbone of 
which must necessarily be the subways, 
with which the short haul lines, whether 
surface cars or buses or what not, must 
be correlated. 


Points to Legal Way.

Letter Appealing for Support 
Repudiated by the Surro- 
gate’s Managers. 


MISTAKEN FOR BROTHER 


Document In Error In Stating That. 
Candidate Attended “‘Rhine 
Horror’ Meeting. 


A letter asking endorsement by Ger- 
man-Americans of Surrogate John: P. 
Cohalan, who is seeking re-election as 
an independent candidate after being 
turned down by Tammany, was at 
once repudiated yesterday by Mr. Co- 
halan’s managers, who said that they 
were ignorant of its origin and had had 
nothing to do with it. 

The letter asked support for Surrogate 
Cohalan on the ground that he had been 
sufficiently interested to attend the 
‘“‘Horror on the Rhine’? mass meeting 
held in Madison Square Garden last 
year as a protest against the occupa- 
tion of German territory by black 
troops. Surrogate Cohalan was not 
present, but his brother, Justice Daniel 
F. Cohalan, was there and ‘spoke, so 
the letter is apparently based on a mis- 
take in identity. 

When the lettér was shown’ to Sur- 
rogate Cohalan yesterday at a reception 
in his honor at the Hotel Astor, he 
merely glanced at it and said: 

‘“‘I was not at the meeting. That is 
all I care to say.’’ 

The letter follows? 

‘* New York, October, 1922. 

‘‘Dear Sir and Madam: We beg to 
call your attention particularly to the 
election of the Surrogate of New York 
County. A perusal of the enclosed leaf- 
let will convince you of the eminent ne- 
cessity of concentrated action on our 
part. 

‘‘ With us it is a duty of honor to exert 
ourselves for the re-election of Surrogate 
John P. Cohalan, the reasons for which 
you can descern yourself.

Story of Protest Against Cigarette

WELLESLEY, Mass., Nov. 3.—Welles- 
ley is trying to catch up with a news 
item which, because of its novelty, was 
circulated widely early this week, to 
the effect that two girls had left the 
college rather than quit smoking cig- 
arettes. This story found place in THE

papers. 

As a matter of fact, the two girls in 
question, Jean Roth, 19 years old, and 
Billie Burse, were not and never had 
beén Wellesley students; instead they 
were waitresses In a boarding house 
here.

‘‘new woman’’ had no chance at the 
college, turned out to be part of a 
story they had told in the hope of cover- 
ing their flight from this town to avoid 
imminent arrest for having victimized 
shopkeepers.

They got about $300 worth 
of gowns in that manner, and when they 
decided to quit Wellesley before their 
fraud was discovered they invented 
the story of indignant withdrawal 
from college because of infringement on 
their personal liberties to cover up their 
retreat. 

Their story succeeded to the extent of 
gaining credence, and hence publica- 
tion, but in its real object it falled.

He said that Frank- 
enberg had held back $65,950 of the re- 
ceipts, and that there was nothing in 
the evidence to show whether there were 
any profits in that.

Drive In Charge of William Fellowes 
Morgan — Non-Municlipal 
Service to Benefit. 


The annual collection of the United 
Hospital Fund will be held between Nov. 
27 and Dec. 11, it was announced yester- 
day by William Fellowes Morgan, Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee of the 
fund, and*$1,000,000 will be asked of the 
public for the treatment of free patients 
in fifty-eight of the leading non-munic- 
ipal hospitals of the city. 

“There never has been a time in the 
history of New York when it was so 
important that our hospitals should be 
adequately equipped to render surgical, 
medical and nursing care to the sick and 
injured who are unable themselves to 
pay,”’ said Mr. Morgan. ‘‘ Not only 
does the steady growth of the city result 
in an increased demand for hospital fa- 
cilities, but there is a constantly in- 
creasing use of hospitals by patients 
who in other years might have relied 
upon rough and ready, though insuffi- 
cient, home accommodations. 

“In an attempt to meet the ever-in- 
creasing demands upon them the fifty- 
eight hospitals last year incurred ex- 
penses of $15,309,710. Their earnings 
amounted to $9,965,845, or 66 per cent. 
of the operating cost. , The income from 
investments was $2,316,991, or 15 per 
cent. of the actual running expenses, 
leaving 19 per cent., or more than $3,- 
000,000, to be raised by voluntary gifts. 
The United Hospital Fufid is depended 
upon to raise $1,000,000 of this amount 
this year,

BRISTOL SAYS GREEKS 
‘STRIPPED’ THRACE 


Allied Commissioners Will Try to 
Have Refugees Retarn Live 
Stock Taken Away. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—Rear Ad- 
miral Mark L. Bristol, American High 
Commissioner in Constantinople, report- 
ed to the State Department today that 


the evacuation of Greek civilians from 
Eastern Thrace has been practically 
completed. 

The report stated that this evacuation 
had been handled under allied super- 
vision in a most orderly manner and 
with strict impartiality to the whole 
population. The refugees, he reported, 
had not been prevented from removing 
their effects or food supplies, and, 
though they took a comparatively small 
amount of food supplies, thev practical- 
ly stripped the country of all stock and 
means of transport, including cattle 
neéded by the population that remained 
behind. The result of this wholesale re- 
moval of stock and means of transport 
was that the population remaining has 
no means of cultivating the soil or of 
carrying on the usual activities of ex- 
istence. 2 

Admiral Bristol reports that the al- 
lied Commissioners, realizing the hard- 
= which this will naturally impose, 
will attempt to have the stock which 
belongs in Eastern Thrace returned.

That Assumed Power in 1299. 


The collapse of the Turkish Sultanate, 
announced in cable dispatches, brings 
| to a termination the pecullar situation 
| Which has obtained in Turkey since the 
| World War, with the ruling power of 
| the country in dispute between the 
| Sublime Porte, or Sultan's Government 
jin Constantinople, and the Nationalists, 
| with their capital at Angora. 

Sultan Mohammed VI., the ruler 
whose power is declared at an end by 
the Nationalists, is the thirty-sixth in 


|male descent of the House of Othman 
(or Osman), founded in 12998, and the 
j thirtieth since the Moslem conquest of 
Constantinople. He succeeded to tite 
throne on July 3, 1918, after the death 
of his brother, Sultan Mohammed V. 

In addition to his position as political 
|head of the Turkish Empire, the Sultan, 
under the title of Caliph, has always 
been the supreme religious head of the 
Mohammedan world, a fact which has 
raised difficulties for the great powers 
in their attitude toward Turkey since 
the Sublime Porte and the Nationalists 
have been contending for power. 

The Nationalist movement, which 
started in the interior after the World 
War, culminated in the convocation of 
a National Assembly at Angora in 
April, 1920, under the auspices of Mus- 
tapha Kemal Pasha, who has since con- 
tinued as the head of the movement. 
Immediately after coming into existence 
this assembly declared itself invested 
with all legislative and executive power 
in Turkey, without, however, throwing 
off its allegiance to the Sultan as Caliph 
of the Moslems. 

The Sublime Porte has made numer- 
ous attempts to bring this dual system 
to an end by peaceful means, but the 
Angora Government has steadfastly re- 
fused a rapprochement and has now, 
by its latest act, thrown down the 
final barrier to its complete government 
of the country. 

The effect of the change in Turkey. is 
likely to receive early attention from 
the allied powers when the Near East 
peace conference meets on Nov. 138 at 
Lausanne. The agreement on the con- 
ference gave specific recognition to 
Turkey, but did not distinguish be- 
tween the Constantinople and Angora 
Governments, 

A dispatch from allied sources on 
Thursday said that it would be left for 
the Turks themselves to determine 
which was the real representative of 
Turkey. It is evident that the Kemalists 
have foreseen the near approach of this 
issue at Lausanne and have taken these 
decisive steps to assert that theirs is 
the one and only Government of Tur-

Near East Relief Has Spent That 
Amount Since Smyrna Disaster. 
eATHENS, Nov. 3.—Twenty-three mil- 
lion drachmas, according to an official 
report published here today, is the total 


sum spent by the American Near East 
Relief organization for succoring Greek 
refugees since the Smyrna _ disaster. 
Ten million drachmas was spent car- 
ing for refugees on the Greek islands, 
four million for those at Smyrna and 
the remainder of the sum was divided 
between Saloniki, Piraeus, Eastern 
Thrace and Bulgaria.

BERLIN GIVES VIEWS 
ON STABILITY PLANS 


Submits Two Elaborate-Memo- 
rials, Suggests Loan and 
End of Reparations. 


MARKS CONTINUE TO TUMBLE 


Fall to 6,500 to the Dollar—Public 
Shows Little Faith In 
Negotiations.

* BERLIN, Nov. 3.—Rapid depreciation 
of the mark (today it reached 6,500 per 
dollar) and a wild rush of the people 
to invest even what cash, or rather 
paper marks they have saved in stocks 
and bonds, sending the latter sky-high, 
is perhaps the best indication of public 
opinion here regarding .the result of the 
Reparation Commission's conferences 
with the German Government. 

Despite the fact that Sir John Brad- 
bury of England, as well as Professor 
Jeremiah Jenks of America have ex- 
pressed themselves as not hopeless re- 
garding the result of the conferences, 
the man at the Berlin Stock Exchange 
argues thus: ‘‘ Bradbury says there can 
be no loan without stabilization of the 
mark having first been achieved. 

‘Jenks says there cannot be any sta- 
bilization without a gold loan, to secure 
which the Reparation Commission would 
have to concede privileges granted to 
the Allies by the Versailles Treaty. 


Barthou says there will be no such con- 
cession by the Reparation Commission. 
Before those three can ever agree,”’ 
argues the Berlin speculator and the 
business man, ‘‘ the mark will have re- 
acted to the rate of the Austrian crown.” 

Nevertheless, the Jenks’ proposition 
greatly interested the foreign experts on 
finance who met this afternoon to discuss 
the salvation of the German monetary 
system. It was said that he declarea 
one billion in gold could easily be raised 
if large German financial ‘institutions 
and German commerce and industry ao- 
sisted full-heartedly.

Herr Wesser, a German work- | 
ers’ delegate, in a strongly worded’ 
speech declared that millions of German | 
workers were embittered because their | 
representatives were unable to make | 
their voices neard at Geneva on ques- 
tions of the utmost interest to them. 

‘* If the German nation has fallen,’’ he 
said, ‘if it has been brought to earth, 
it has not Jost faith that in the future 
it will see a new dawn arise for it.’’ 

The German delegation then rose, took | 
up their papers and solemnly filed out 
of the room, leaving those in the meet-} 
ing overcoine with surprise. Icy silence | 
followed the words of Herr Wesser, but | 
shortly afterward Dr. Aristides de} 
Agueroy Betancourt, of Cuba, Vice | 
President of the conference, spoke in, 
condemnation of the authors of the in- | 
cident and reproached them for aban- 
doning their posts. He was loudly ap- 
plauded. 

It had been palpable that the Swiss 
Government delegation was not satis- 
fied with the treatment it had received 
at the conference, particularly because 
Switzerland had been replaced on the 
council by Finland and also because of 
allegations that Swiss views on questions 
of interest to Switzerland had failed of 
approval by the conference. 

Viscount Burnham, Great. Britain, 
Chairman of the conference, ave a 
summary of the work done at the ses- 
sions. He said the work had been less 
arduous than in previous .years, but 
much good had been accomplished. He 
added that at next year’s Pan-Ameri- 
can Conference in Chile both the League 
of Nations and the Labor Bureau would 
be well represented. He expressed the 
hop@® that they would receive fair and 
equitable treatment. The Chairman pre- 
dicted that at some future date a sim- 
ilar conference would be held in South 
Africa. In closing his address Viscount 
3urnham expressed satisfaction that 
there had been American observers at 
the Geneva Conference, and said he 
hoped they would return in future years, 

Dr. Betancourt, replying on behalf of 
the delegations, expressed their thanks 
to Viscount Burnham and.also paid tri- 
bute to Albert Thomas. of France, Di- 
rector General of the International La- 
bor Organization. M. Thomas made an 
cptimistic closing address. 

Prior to adjournment the Portuguese 
Senhor Ferreira, protested 
against Portugal not having been placed 
on any commission, notably the Emigra- 
tion Commission.

‘NAVY OVERPOWERS 
PENN STATE ELEVEN 


Nittany Lion Loses First Game 
Since October, 1919, at 
Washington. 


FINAL SCORE IS 14 TO 0 


Cullen Makes Both Touchdowns In 
Gridiron Struggle — High Of- 
ficials In Crowd of 30,000.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 3.—The 
Navy goat proved more powerful than 
the Nittany lion here today. The Naval 
Academy football team gave the Penn 
State aggregation the first defeat it 
has suffered since Oct. 18, 1919. The 
Score was 14 to 0. 

Nearly 30,000 people, 
many persons high 
of the land, saw 


among them 
in the official life 
the gridiron battle. 
Mrs. Denby, wife of the Secretary of 


the Navy, occupied the box of honor 
with a number of guests. Admiral Wil- 
son, Superintendent of the Naval Acad- 


emy, and Mrs. Wilson were close by, 
and there were scores of other notables 
in the assemblage. 

The outcome of the game suited the 
majority of the onlookers, as Navy 
rooters were in great preponderance, but 
the few faithful who had journeyed 
from State College, Pa., by various 
means had no need to be ashamed of 
having cheered for a lost cause, Penn 
State put up a valiant struggle in a 
fame that was a battle all the way and 
was marked by the greatest line play 
ever shown in a football contest in 
Washington. 


Penn State Outplayed, 


While Penn State played gamely and 
cleverly from the outset to the finish, 
Bezdek'’s charges were outplayed, out- 
feneraled and outkicked. The latter 
phase of the contest gave the Fonwell | 
pupils an edge that told heavily in the 
result. 

Navy scored in the second and third | 
quarters, each time Cullen, the Navy’s 
versatile halfback, whose punting was 
one of the distinct features of the 
struggle, being the man to cross the line. 
With Navy holding the ball on Penn! 
State’s 16-yard mark, about midway of 
the second period and its running game | 
failing, McKee shot a forward pass to 
Cullen, who dashed over the line. Bar- 
chet’s plate kick added the seventh 
point. 

In the third quarter Navy had lost the 
ball on downs on Penn State's 18-yard 
mark after separate attempts by the 
Nittany Lions t6 advance by the for- 
Ward passing route had given the Mid- 
shipmen the sphere within scoring dis- 
tance. Here Palm, in attempting an 
off tackle dash, was tackled so hard 
that he let the ball slip from his grasp 
and the ever alert Cullen grabbed it as 
it bounded up and rushed across the 
line alone. Conroy added the extra 
point by place kick. 

‘Penn State got inside Navy's 20-vard 
line only once during the game. This 
was early jin the first period when the 
Nittany Lions obtained the ball on a 
fumble. Two line plays failed, a for- 
Ward pass was grounded and then Palm 
made an ineffectual attempt to drop- 
kick the ball over the bar, it going wild 
by a big margin. Later in this quarter 
Palm tried another boot, this time from 
the 85-yard mark, but the sphere fell 
short and rolled across the goal for a 
touchback, 


Line Play Powerful. 


At no time could either team put on 


@ consistent running attack, the strength 
and versatility of the rival lines stand- 
ing out conspicuously. Had not Navy 
been successful in scoring in the second 
period by the forward pass route, the 
only method by which either team could 
make any gains of note, the contest 
might have ended in a scoreless tie. 
Under ordinary conditions Navy never 
would have been placed in a position to 
score by Palm's fumble. He kad put 
his team in danger by desperate attempts 
to forward pass the way to a score tnat 
would even the count while the ball was 
deep in Penn State territory. Despite 
the situation he faced, it appeared log- 
ica] to have punted. 
Play was in Penn 
during most of the game, 
due mainly to the great punting of 
Cullen, whose booting never has been 
@urpassed and probably never equaled 
on a gridiron in Washington. On two 
occasions, under trying circumstances, 
onee kicking from behind his own goal, 
he drove the sphere 65 yards down the 
field.

THREATEN BREACH 
IN BIG TEN RANKS 


Wisconsin and Illinois Near 
Break Over Barring of Star 
Football Players. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 3.—With athletic re- 
lations between the universities of Wis- 
consin and Illinois strained as a result 
of yesterday's cryptic exchange of 
charges of professionalism against foot- 
ball players of both schools and the 
banishment from Big Ten athletics of a 
player from each,team, the Western 
Conference was agog today over its 
newest football scandal, an aftermath 
of the notorious Carlinville-Taylorville 
game last Fall. 


Wisconsin authorities contended that 
the action of the Conference Eligibility 
Board in barring J. A. B. Murry, 
Badger tackle, was unjustfied because 


Murry was not registered as a student 
and was not attending any school when 


he played in the Taylorville game last 
year, the contest which caused a sensa- 
tion last Winter when nine Illinois play- 
ers and several Notre Dame men were 
barred on charges of professionalism as 


a result of disclosures made by college 


authorities in their investigation. 

“Murry has produced evidence that 
he received no money for playing and 
Wisconsin. insists that he is_ still 
eligible,’’ says the Wisconsin statement. 

Allison L. Augur, the Illinois player 
banished yesterday admitted playing at 
Taylorville, but not in the game over 
which all the trouble started. 

Coach Richards of Wisconsin said he 
would protest four other Illinois players 
—Green, Yates, Robinson and Durant. 

The most severe criticism of Wiscon- 
sin was made by George Huff, veteran 
athletic director at Illinois, who ac- 
cused Wisconsin of violating conference 
rules and ethics in making public the 
charges against the Illinois players. : 

The four other Illinois men who, Wis- 
consin said, would be protested, denied 
charges of professionalism and were de- 
clared innocent, but Illinois authorities 
demanded that Wisconsin produce any 
evidence it may possess against them. 

Major J. L. Griffiths, Commissioner of 
Athletics for the Western Conference, 
declined to comment on the situation. 
He assumed the role of commissioner 
when it was created last June, months 
after the Taylorville-Carlinville dis- 
closures and the wholesale banishments 
at Illinois and Notre Dame. 

According to the Wisconsin statement, 
Major Griffiths took the position that 
he had no jurisdiction because the of- 
fenses were committed before he became 
commissioner.

YALE MAY EMPLOY 
NEW ATTACK TODAY 


Likely to Abandon Heavy Driv- 
ing in Favor of Open Game 
Against Brown.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 3.—On a 
slippery gridiron and between showers, 
Yale made its final preparations for to- 
morrow's game with Brown by sending 
the first and second elevens through an 
hour's signal drill.

All of the signboards along the thor-

Sim- 
ilar gatherings are held in other parts 
of the country, and many of those pres- 
ent at the Hotel Astor came for the 
purpose of learning how to conduct these 
meetings in the other districts.

Whereas in recent years at these meet- 
ings there have been innumerable ques- 
tions raised over the interpretation of 
minor points, last night’s meeting 
brought out very little dissension. This 
indicated that the Rules Committee, in 
its recent revisions, had succeeded in 
so clarifying its phraseology that prac- 
tically no grounds for dissension re- 
mained. 

A year ago a special committee was 
appointed to make a careful study of 
ways in which the game could be im- 
| care This committee, which was un- 
er the direction of Dr. J. E. Raycroft, 
presented certain recommendations at 
the annual meeting in April, and several 
{mportant changes were made in the 
rules. 

One of the principal changes was that 
four kinds of technical fouls were re- 
moved from the classification of fouls 
and called simply violations, with the 


penalty the giving of the ball to the | 


non-offending team at the nearest point 
on the side out of bounds. 

Important, however, as was. this 
change, a still more radical revision was 
adopted. This had to do with personal 
fouls, as distinct from technical fouls, 
and consisted in the establishment of a 
17-foot ‘‘ goal zone.’’ For every personal

defending team the defenders will 
penalized by the referee giving 
non-offending team two ‘‘free throws.” 

Those present last night were unani- 
mous in their approval of these changes. 


The note to the rule defining running | 
with the ball was about the only point | 


on which there was much discussion, 
and apparently this will require further 
clarification when the Rules Committee 
meets in the Spring. And attention was 
called to the ‘‘ time-out " 
the rules, as several officials seemed to 
be uncertain as to when to charge time- 
out against a team and when the time- 
cut should not be charged. There was 
some demand for a change in the read- 
ing that the referee shall order time- 
out when a player is injured. Some

CHICAGO, Nov. 3.—Asserting that ur- 
scrupulous operators of baseball pools 
are robbing baseball fans of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars each season, Ban 
President of the American 
League, announced today he expected to 
bring this form of gambling to the at- 
tention of the club owners’ annual meet- 
ing in December with a recommendation 
that immediate action be taken.

Governor SMITH. 

There is no need to dwell upon the 
attractive qualities of Mr. Smiryu. He

to the sympathies of all Americans. 
Rising from humble beginnings, 


aided except by his own industry and | 


character, he conquered the confidence

his fellow-citizens, attained the highest 
office in this State, and throughout 
has shown himself unspoiled and hu- 
mane, with something like a genius 
for friendship, and ever ready to serve 
the public to the best of abil- 
{ty when called upon. His valiant and 
unflinching fight this year to beat off 
the Hearst raiders upon the Demo- 
cratic Party of this State entitles him 
to the highest praise and warmest 
thanks.

Why is it, then, that many who 
have applauded and supported him in 
the past are this year favoring the 
election of Governor MILLER?

to be, simply which is the better man 


to be put at the head of that great 
corporate business which we call the 
State of New York. If the voters 
could be called together as so many 


stockholders to make the choice, there 


can be little doubt where it would fall. 
They would heartily express their af- 
fection for ‘‘ AL ’’ SMITH; but they 
would conclude that for the big job to 
be done Governor MILLER has proved 


himself the bigger man. 


THE NEXT COAL WAR. 

The United Mine Workers an- 
nounce that they have levied a 
$2,000,000 assessment to finance the 
coal strike expected next April. They 
propose to President HAarpING the 
complete unionization of the entire 
industry as the country’s best hope 
of escape from troubles like those of 
the past Summer. The United Mine 
Workers are evidently conscious of 
their strength. They alone have been 
able to make good Mr. GOMPERS’S 
boast that labor would not surrender 
its higher wages. But this insatiate 
union is not invincible. After ex- 
pending more than the labor war tax 
just levied, it confessed failure in 
West Virginia, where use of United 
States troops was necessary to sup- 
press what was literally a war to 
unionize that State. Now the union 
has the assurance to demand that the 
country give it a complete monopoly 
and trust to its good-will. 

The United Mine Workers must 
lthink that the President and the 
country have short memories. Dur- 
ing the strike President HARDING 
|wrote to the Governor of Michigan 
that the ‘‘ big issue” raised by the 
coal strike was the assumption of the 
power to dictate by the strikers a 
policy of nationalization of the indus- 
ltry. No State in the Union would 
| submit to such a plan on the part of 
|the coal operators, the President sald, 
land he added that national legislation 
was necessary to control the union. 
| Such legislation may well be urged on 
before the union’s action 





| Congress 
next April. 
No monopoly is more odious than 
lthat of labor. It is the culmination 
of inhumanity toward all other 
i classes. It matters not on what prom- 
ises of good behavior the monopoly 
|may be established, because this 
| union is notorlously faithless. In the 
words of President WuLson, written 
to President Lewis: ‘‘ No Govern- 
‘*ment, no employer, no person hav- 
‘‘ing any reputation to protect, can 
‘* afford to enter into contractual ob- 
‘‘ligations with any organization that 
“repeatedly or systematically violates 
‘* fits contract.” Yet the United Mine 
Workers in 1920 struck in violation 
of an agreement with the operators 
based on the findings of the Bitumi- 
nous Coal Commission. The deflation 
of war wages was the real issue then, 
and peace was reached temporarily 
instead of national 
agreements. the national de- 
mands are raised again. With more 
moderation, loyalty and regard for 
their contracts, the United Mine 
Workers would have stood higher in 
public esteem, and would have gained 
a better hearing for any proposals 
they might make.

Mr. BorRaH sees a mass move- 
ment,” “a people’s movement.’’ What 
he really sees is the revival in the 
West of Grangerism, the agricultural 
bloc crying for more, and candidates 
bidding against each other for votes.

ABOLISHING THE SULTAN. 

The Turkish Grand National As- 
sembly at Angora has abolished the 
Ottoman Empire and erected in its 
place the National Turkish State. 
Hereafter there is to be no Sultan at 
all; his sovereignty and his executive 
and legislative powers have been as- 
sumed by the nation—that is, by the 
Grand National Assembly. The Sul- 
tan passes, but the Caliph survives. 
The Caliphate has proved a useful po- 
litical weapon in the past few years, 
so the title of Successor of the Prophet 
and Commander of the Faithful is al- 
lowed to remain in the former Turkish 
imperial family. But instead of de- 
scending like the Sultanate through 
Moslem laws of hereditary succession, 
the dignity will be conferred by the 
Grand National Assembly on whatever 
member of the imperial family seems 
most worthy. 

This is very much like entrusting 
the election of the Pope to the Italian 
Chamber of Deputies. Theoretically 
those Moslems in India who were so 
heated about the Caliphate question 
ought to be outraged afresh. The Ca- 
liphate question proved a convenient 
excuse for blowing off discontent with 
British rule in India—and still more, 
perhaps, discontent with the Euro- 
pean’s habit of lording it over the 
Asiatic. The battles in Anatolia, with 
the hasty retreat of French diplomacy 
and military expert opinion, have 
changed all that. The Quai d’Orsay 
called in the Orient to redress the bal- 
ance of the West, and a good deal may 
be redressed before it is over. 

For fourteen years past Turkey has 
been governed by one or another group 
of military politicians. MUSTAPHA 
KEMAL is a military politician, but he 
happens to have behind him the force 
of last-ditch national - patriotism; a 
force which in large measure he cre- 
ated or fostered, to be sure, but which 
rests on a fundamental emotion— 
hatred for the former slaves who 
seemed likely to become the masters. 
Temporarily he has won a great tri- 
umph. How much of it will survive is 
another matter. But the Grand Na- 
tional Assembly is determined that 
everybody shall know in this particu- 
lar crisis who is running Turkey; an 
effort of the Grand Vizier to save his 
face while climbing on the band wagon 
was promptly proclaimed an act of 
treason. 

Meanwhile, the friends of Turkey in 
Europe are growing more uneasy. It 
was all very well for the Turks to 
play the part of acolytes to French 
policy, but it now appears that it was 
the French who were the acolytes. It 
is learned in Paris, with pain but 
hardly with surprise, that instead of 
the 8,000 gendarmes whom the Turks 
were entitled to send into Thrace to 
keep order under the Mudania agree- 
ment there are 30,000. It is no haz- 
ardous guess that most of these are 
local Turks who have dragged their 
rifles out of hiding on the appearance 
of the new Turkish rulers. Still they 
are there, and they outnumber four or 
five to one the allied troops in Thrace, 
who are to be withdrawn in a few 
days under this same agreement. 
More than that, they outnumber the 
allied troops on the Dardanelles and 
at Constantinople. rench diplomats 
who not long ago were rubbing their

ere now trying to persuade the Jugo- 


slavs to fight France's battle against 
the Turks; and to cap it all the news 
gets out that General Gouraup re- 
signed as Governor of Syria because

Turks or Arabs. Before long, Gouraup 
seems to think, Syria will have to be 
defended against somebody. 


Under these not too happy auspices 


the Lausanne conference will meet a 
week from Monday. One prediction at 
least may be safely ventured—that 
everybody at that conference will be 
too busy to pull Mr. HuGcugss’s chest- 


nuts out of the fire. 


PRACTICAL INTERNATIONAL- 
MINDEDNESS. 

The Chancellor of New York Uni- 
versity renews in his annual report, 
just published, a prewar proposal to 
which the war and the experiences 
that have followed it give added sup- 
port. The plan looks to the estab- 
lishment of a department or school 
of instruction and research in the 
whole field of international relations. 
It will have as one specific objective 
the preparation of young men for the 
diplomatic service. 

This training will concern itself with 
the ‘‘ economic dependence ”* of vari- 
ous peoples on the earth, with the 
industrial and commercial connections 
through which that is expressed, and 
with the cultural relationships which 
are’ the ‘flower and fruit of the 
world’s economic life.’’ The proposal 
also includes preparation for the con- 
sular service, for the post of commer- 
cial attaché and.for a useful position 
not yet created by our Government— 
that of educational attaché. The 
schéol would, moreover, facilitate ex- 
changes in the field of science and 
send its own representatives to collect 
information and foster intercourse not 
only in science but in literature and 
the arts. Another service suggested 
is that of providing a background for 
those who go as missionaries to peo- 
ples of lower civilization. It would, 
of course, insist upon acquaintance 
with foreign languages, the need of 
which Professor Prince has empha- 
sized, and would include practical 
courses in international trade and ex- 
change and the agencies and methods 
for the collection and distribution of 
information concerning the supply of 
food and of raw and manufactured 
materials in the world. 

The war prevented the organization 
of this school, the greater need of 
which the war has, on the other hand, 
demonstrated, and it is hoped that the 
modest sum which theChancellor seeks 
may be forthcoming. Such a school 
would undoubtedly be helpful in giv- 
ing us a more broadly and adequately 
trained body of men for the diplo- 
matic service, but it would do much 
more: it would be another effective 
agency for the cultivation of a sound 
international spirit and intelligence. 
It would enable international-minded- 
ness to express itself in a most prac- 
tically helpful way. 


THE NEW ORDER IN MEXICO. 
A brave and resolute man who could 
not be classed with outlaws, for he 
was formerly a trusted Heutenant of 
CARRANZA and a leading citizen of 
Coahuila, forfeited his life when he 
was captured by Federal troops at 
Tepehuantes. Insurrection against 
the rule of President OsrEGoN is a 
serious business. In the days of 
Huerta, and even of CaRRANZA, any 
rebel might cross the Rio Grande with 
a band of horsemen and live off tho 
country, evading pursuit and assured 
of sympathy. Brushes with the Fed- 
eral troops were attended with few 
casualties. Captures of towns as large 
as Chihuahua were not difficult if the 
was popular. 
But those were days when the Fed- 
eral Government had enemies in every 
State and few devoted adherents. 
General FRANCISCO Murauta, who 
fell before a firing squad at Tepe- 
huantes, crossed over into Mexico a 
few weeks ago with a considerable fol- 
lowing, 800 men, it is said. He had 
prepared his campaign on the Amer- 
ican side of the border, and it seems 
to have had more financial support 
than is usual in such adventures. 
But the country through which he 
passed on his way to Durango to join 
forces with JUAN CARRASCO in Sinaloa 
was indifferent to the enterprise. 
Either the people were tired of insur- 
rection, or had something else to do, 
or understood the risk of rallying to 
Murcuia’s side. In his first fight 
with the Federal troops he was sound- 
ly beaten. Afterward he showed some 
skill in slipping through the enemy’s 
lines, but in the end was making a 
run for Sinaloa, deserted by most of 
his followers. MURGUIA was not a 
novice in guerrilla warfare. For that 
matter he was experienced in organ- 
ized campaigning. During the ten 
years of revolution which ended with 
the tragic death of Carranza he had 
served in many engagements -with 
distinction. He had driven Vitua out 
of Chihuahua and he had held the 
command of the northern zone when 
CaRRANZA was President. At the cap- 
ital he was.a politician of no little in- 
fluence only two years ago.. But the 
Federal troops ordered to capture him 
quickly made an example of him. 
There is something of the ruthless- 
ness of Draz in the methods of 
OBREGON. MADERO was clement, Car-

RANZA spared some of his enemies, 
but his successor loses no time in or- 


dering out the firing squad. It is un- 


derstood that rebels must pay the 
penalty for their rashness. The 
Obregon Government is strong, but 
not a dictatorship. , In the long contro- 


versy with our State Department 
OBREGON has subordinated himself to 


the legislative body. It is significant 


that the army chiefs give him no 
trouble. There is a new order in Mex- 
ico. It is more dangerous to insur- 


gents than any other Government 
since Porririo Diaz was in his prime. 


THE MINOR CANDIDATES. 
During a campaign like the present, 
public attention is necessarily fixed 
for the most pert upon the Governor- 


ship and the candidates for United 
States Senator from New York. Yet 
a host of othcr names will be on the 
ballot, and too many citizens have 
little knowledge of the men and 
women who wish to be Representa- 
tives at Washington, or State Sena- 
tors or Assemblymen, or even mem- 
bers of the Hoard of Aldermen. To 
supply this lacking information, the 
Citizens Union has again issued this 
year its useful “ Voters’ Directory.’’ 
Here are to be found not only the 
names of the various candidates, with 
the districts in which they are stand- 
ing for election, but also compact 
statements of their record in office, 
{ff they have held it before, and of 
thelr opinions on the main issues of 
the campaign. The whole is a highly 
valuable summary. In some cases the 
Citizens Union gives or withholds its 
endorsement, but in general it leaves 
the facts which it has collected to 
speak for themselves. Voters who 
really desire to know for whom they 
are asked to cast their ballots will 
find this publication a convenient little 
manual to stick in their pockets.

Nobody should take 
too seriously the fact 
that at the head of the 
city’s municipal Ad- 
ministration there is a 
man capable of issuing, in such lan- 
guage, such a statement as Mayor 
HYLAN was moved to make this week in 
his {rritation and resentment at the rev- 
élations about his precious buses. Who- 
ever can do so should smile at the many 
absurdities which the document contains. 
All, however, should realize that its vio- 
lence of epithet, its strange distortions 
of the truth and its implicit incitement 
to physical attack on anybody who 
makes trouble for the present city offi- 
Gals by exposing departmental evils and 
scandals, are causes, for the thoughtful, 
of humiliation as well as of indignation. 

This is the man whom New York, by 
a large majority, elevated to the position 
of Chief Executive. He must be en- 
dured, therefore, with whatever of 
equanimity cin be commanded by those 
who feel disgraced by his methods and 
his manners, and it will help them a 
little, perhaps, toward escaping discour- 
agement if they remember that he is not 
so much to blame as are the voters who 
elected him, and that the responsibility 
for him, when divided among so many, is 
in fragments almost too small to be 

easured. 

The faults of Mayor Hytan are those 
of ignorance rather than of vicious in- 
tention. He probably believes quite hon- 
estly the things that are told him by 
men worse than himself; and though his 
lack of sophistication should not be ea- 
aggserated from any charitable desire to 
avoid undue severity in criticising him, 
neither should it be glossed over in order 
to justify harshness of characterization. 

After all, if he is the sort of man New 
York wants for Mayor, and it is willing 
to pay the many and heavy penalties 
incurred by having him, then he is the 
man it ought to have. It would take 
more than one Hy1LaNn to ruin the city, 
for it is only his power to rave against 
his opponents that is unlimited, and 
words break no bones.

They 
have, however, abundant proof that it 
is not so. People do read the printed 
speeches—not everybody, of course, but 
everybody who really wants to know the 
differences between the candidates, in 
order to vote intelligently. 

And especially does each candidate 
read the speeches of his opponent. He 
must, because he cannot go to that 
opponent’s meetings, and he needs for 
ammunition more than the yes or no 
which a ‘“‘ questionnaire”’ elicits. 

Another commentator on matters pq- 
litical warns candidates of the danger 
they incur from “broadcasting” their 
speeches. So heard, without any of the 
influences of the public meeting. that 
distract judgment, cover weak argument 
and excite unthinking enthusiasm, the 
speeches have to stand on intrinsic 
merits. And not all of them will endure 
that. 

Well, the printed speech gives the 
same opportunity for quiet considera- 
tion, while the “questionnaire” is a 
poor substitute and often an unfair one. 


McFEE AT SEA. 


Question as to His First-Hand Infor- 
mation of Affairs In the Levant. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Mr. Wm. McFee in his letter printed 
in your issue this morning makes a 
statement that he has “first hand in- 
formation about the Near East,’’ but 
when he goes on and uses the term 
‘* Levantine” in a way which indicates 
his belief that either a Greek, or an 
Armenian, or a Syrian is a Levantine, 
he throws some doubt upon the accuracy 
of his first hand information. The ter: 
Levantine is only applied in the Levant 
to describe foreigners residing there but 
retaining citizenship in the country in 
which they or their family originatea. 
The Levantine is usually an Itallan or 
Frenchman, and sometimes, but not 50 
frequently, an Englishman, according tu 
his papers of identification, but is ac- 
tually a resident of the Levant and pos- 
sibly was born there. Mr. McFee’s use 
of the word is not only wrong, but in- 
dicates a rather scanty knowledge of 
the subject that: he is writing about. 

However, in other ways we must be 
indebted to Mr. McFee because we now 
know that the burning of Smyrna witi 
its attendant horrors was a ‘“ Sunday 
school picnic,’’ that the deportation and 
flight of hundreds of thousands of peo- 
ple from Asia Minor and Thrace is a 
“personally conducted Cook’s Tour,’’ 
and that the story by Ambassador Mor- 
ganthau of what happened to the Ar- 
menian race during the war is one of 
Grimm’s fairy tales. 

Mr. McFee is also mistaken in his 
statement about the Turks’ lack of 
knowledge of Western methods of news 
distribution. The Turkish press bureau 
in Paris is a first class, smoothly work- 
ing organization and it might also be 
well for Mr. McFee to note the fact that 
the news which has been published in 
American papers with reference to the 
happenings in Smyrna and other parts

‘There is no recognition in the deca- 


logue of the possession of souls or in- 


herent rights by women. On the con- 
trary, the fact that they are regarded 
by that fundamental law exclusively as 
property, in common with oxen and 
asses, and that they continued to be so 
regarded in practice to the beginning of 
the Christian era, bears a practically 
irresistible implication that they were 
not endowed with the higher conscious- 
ness or any other innate attribute.”’ 

It would, therefore, appear that Mr. 
Harvey is giving to the British public 
in his recent speech simply a rehash 
of what he had served to the American 
public thirteen years ago. Probably Mr. 
Harvey is of the opinion that his first 
speech contained in this volume, ‘‘ The 
Power of Tolerance,”’ has been a suc- 
ceas and resulted in the American people 
acquiring such a degree of tolerance that 
they would accept this rehash from 
across the water with entire equanimity.

TAX CURBS FRENCH SMOKING 


Government Gets Less Revenue 


Than Before Imposts.

PARIS, Nov. 3.—The French Finance 
Ministry, so far as one of its budgetry 
resources {s concerned, seems definitely 
to have succeeded, by continued addi- 
tional taxation, in killing the goose that

The Government recently decided to 


diminish the amount of the tax on sala- 


ries below a certain figure. This meant 
a loss for the State of some 50,000,000 


francs. The amount must be found else- 


where, and the choice of the Treasury 
fell upon smokers, who, it was decided, 
would have to pay the penalty. 

It was, however, found that only the 
cheapest kind of tobacco and cigarettes 
could stand any further rise in price. 
All those falling under the heading of 
“luxury tobaccos '’—that is to say, cer- 
tain French kinds and all imported 
makes and blends—are so heavily taxed 
already that since last year their con- 
sumption has decreased in France by 
the enormous figure of 62 per cent. As 
a result the actual profit to the State 
is less than it previously was when 
taxes were lighter. Smokers have sim- 
ply gone on strike. 


RESERVE OFFICERS MEET.

GRIEVED ARTIST DIES; 
DEPRIVED OF FAM 


Young Dutch Painter Finds His 
_ Name Omitted From Exhibits 


in Paris Salon.

PARIS, Nov. 3.—Because his exhibits 
at the Autumn salon were not signed 
with his name, but with the name of 
the firm for which he worked, a young 
Dutch painter, Cornelius Rooker, died 
of grief. That, at least, is at present 
the only explanation of his death, which 
is to be the subject of a post-mortem 


investigation at the morgue. tomorrow. 

In Rooker’s life and Seath there is 
one more example of the too frequent 
tragedies in the after-war life in the 
Latin Quarter. Only last week an in- 
quest was held on a young student who 
had died of hunger, and hunger was, in 
part at least, the cause of Rooker’s 
death. Like all his kind he had come 
to Paris filled with ambition in his art, 
When at last he found work in an art 
workshop, which makes a specialty of 
designs on batik, he earned something 
like $50 a month, and on that it is pos- 
sible to exist, but not more than exist, 
even in the Latin Quarter. But he 
wanted more than to live. He wanted 
eome measure of fame, and when he 
went to the salon and found that his 
name did not figure on the work which 
his firm had exhibited he seemed to his 
friends to become embittered and 
despondent. 

According to his employers, a promise 
had been made to him that at the end 
of his first year’s work his name should 
appear, but Rooker discovered a clause 
in the Salon rules showing that the 
name of whoever worked on any exhibit 
should appear on his work. With this 
in his hand he went to his employers 
and in his excess of rage provoked them 
so that they dismissed him. 

To his friends he said nothing of his 
dismissal, but for two days seemed to 
have nursed his grievance. His last 
evening he spent with friends, who tried 
in vain to rouse him from his melan- 
choly. Next morning he was found 
dead, still in his clothes, lying on a 
couch in a humble room. When a doctor 
was summoned he could find no trace 
of poison or any other means of sui- 
cide, and Rooker’s friends refuse to be- 
lieve that he voluntarily took his life, 
as he was of a very religious character. 
The probabaility is that he simply died 
of heart failure brought on by excessive 
grief and unbalanced emotion.

EXPLOSION KILLS FOUR 
IN MINE NEAR SCRANTON 


Of Four Others Injured One Will 
Probably Die—Cause Is 


Unknown.

SCRANTON, Pa., Nov. 3.—When a 
blast being prepared in tunneling opera- 
tions in the Birdseye Colliery of the

killed while four others were injured. 
Of the latter one will probably die. 

The victims were John Crane, aged 
50, Dunmore, Pa.; George Bingham, 42, 
Scranton; George Gemako, 40, Oly- 
phant; William Murray, 30, Throop, Pa. 

Of the four enyared John C. McLough- 
lin, this city, is not expected to live. 
The others are Anthony Ford, Anthony 
Moran and Andrew Cunningham, all of 
Scranton. z } 

Just how the accident happened can- 
not be explained. A blast» had been 
prepared in the face of the rock and 
the men were leaving the chamber. 
Bingham was engaged in connecting the 
wires to the battery, which was to be 
used in dischargin the blast. Sud- 
denly came the explosion. 

Crane and Gemako were doing the 
first day’s work they had obtained since 
the mines shut down last April. For 
days they had been trying to get_work 
and only last night were told by Super- 
intendent Kilcullen of the mine to re- 
port to the rock tunnel gang this after- 
noon. They reported at 3 o'clock and 
half an hour later were killed. 


ORDERS MONEY RETURNED. 


Boston Court Directs Broker and 
Lawyer to Pay Back Purchasers of 
Stock. 


BOSTON, Nov. 8.—Milton A. Stone, 
Boston attorney, and Clyde Colt, New 
York real estate and investment broker, 
were ordered today by Federal Judge 
James M. Morton Jr. to make restitu- 
tion in full to purchasers of stock in the 
North Shore Fish Corporation of South 
Bay, Me., or receive sentences on their 
pleas of nolo to charges of conspiracy 
to use the mails with fraudulent intent. 

The North Shore Fish Corporation, 
testimony brought out, was organized to 
take over the assets of the Maine Fishe- 
ries Company, which was bankrupt. The 
new corporation claimed to possess 
the title to the bankrupt company’s 
assets, according to statements in circu- 
lars distributed to prospective investors, | 
but this claim was not borne out by in- | 
vestigation. The plan, it was | 
was to pay off creditors of the Maine 
fisheries Company through sale of stock 
in the new corporation, 

Evidence showed that about $18,000 
was taken in through sale of the stock, 
a part of the proceeds having been paid 
to the trustee in bankruptcy of the old 
company. ;

GIVES MAIL SLOT NOTICE. 


Receptacles or No Delivery, Post- 
master Warns. 


‘*Mail delivery will be discontinued 
where no door slots or mail receptacles 
are provided,’’ says the latest warning 
issued by Postmaster Edward M. Mor- 
gan, calling attention to the recent rul- 
ing of the Post Office Department and 
explaining that, while there may be ex- 
ceptional cases, the rule will be enforced, 
Four months’ notice will be given to the 
public to provide receptacles for the mail. 

In New York City it is estimated that ! 
there are between 30,000 and 40,000 
houses which have no slot or box or any- 
thing into which the postman can drop 
mail. The disposition- to be made of 
the mail of houses failing to comply with 
the order is a problem still confronting | 
the Post Office officials. At present ! 
they are considering the plan of sending | 
such mail to the General Post Office, | 
where the claimants could go for it. 
There it would be kept, according to the 
different classifications, for from ten to 
thirty days before being sent to the 
dead letter office.

‘My Policy for the Last Six Years,’ 
He Says—Remark Caused a 
Sensation in London.

LONDON, Nov. 3.—Major the Hon. 
John Jacob Astor, interviewed by a 
newspaper representative today regard- 
ing his reply to a Dover heckler that he 
was transferring his wealth from Amer- 
ica to England, said: 

“It is no new statement; in fact, it is 
no new news. I was simply referring to 
my past policy for the last six years.” 


LONDON, Nov. 3 (Associatefl Press). 
—The remark made yesterday by Major 
Astor, who said, “I am transferring my 
wealth from America to this country,” 
was treated as a big item of news in 
this morning’s papers. One headline 
read: ‘‘ Astor Millions Coming Here.” 

By some it was assumed that the 
Major, who is a brother of Viscount 
Astor, merely referred to his recent in- 
vestment in Lord Northcliffe’s share of 
The London Times stock which he and 
J. A. Walter purchased for more than 
$6,000,000, but others gave the remark 
a more sensational turn. 

Major Astor is a candidate for Mem- 
ber of Parliament in the coming elec- 
tions. The heckler whose query brought 
forth the statement as to transference 
of wealth had inquired of the Major 
whether he was going to expose his own 
fortune to British taxation. 


REASSERTS HER CHUM

Fricke asked Mrs. Phillips who gave 
her the information on which she 
based the charge she said she made to 
Mrs. Meadows that Phillips bought the 
latter a wrist watch and a set of auto- 
mobile tires. :

‘* Yes,"’ replied Herrington.

Mrs. Astor After a Visit to 
London and Paris.

Among the notables in the first cabin 
of the Mauretania in yesterday were 
Mr. and Mrs. Vincent Astor, who have 
been spending their time abroad in 
Paris and London. Mr. Astor said that 
he saw his mother, Lady Ribblesdale, 
and his sister, Miss Alice Muriel Astor, 
in England and added there was no 
truth. in the report that his mother and 
sister would visit the United States this 
Winter. 


With regard to his own plans, Mr. 
Astor said that he would not go for a 
crulse to the West Indies in his yacht 
this Winter but might go in the Spring 
if his business affairs permitted. 

Their fellow passengers on the Maure- 
tania said that Mr. and Mrs. Astor 
kept in seclusion and sat at a small 
table together on the ‘‘C”’ deck in the 
gallery overlooking the main dining 
saloon. Mr. Astor had crossed with 
Captain Rostron before on the Maure- 
tania, 


After having been refused a visa by 


the United States Consul in Paris two 
years ago because of his political views, 
Jean Longuet, Socialist, and grandson 
of the ldte Karl Marx, the father of 
socialism, arrived here yesterday for 
the first time on the liner to deliver a 
series of lectures in this country. Lon- 
guet told the immigration officials yes- 
terday that he was a.pacifist, but' said 
that he was opposed to communism and 
that while here he would talk on con- 
ditions in France and England and 
would be at variance with the reports 
made here, which he described as ‘ bu- 
reaucratic.”’ 


Longuet Denounces Fascisti. 


In speaking of the recent overthrow of 
the Government by the Fascisti in Italy, 
Mr. Longuet said: 

‘“‘The Fascisti movement could have 
lived in the Middle Ages, but it cannot 
exist now because it gives no answer 


to social problems. I cannot believe that 
a Government founded on acts of vio- 
lence and the killing of men, women and 
children in Italy, as the Fascist! have 
done, will exist long. I understand that 
the Fascisti movement has been as- 
sisted by the capitalists in Italy. We 
have the greatest contempt and hatred 
for the Fascisti methods. No such move- 
ment is imminent in France.’’ 

‘*'‘What do you think of the Bolshevist 
methods?”’ the French Socialist leader 
was asked, 

‘The Bolshevist movement in France,”’ 
said Mr. Longuet, ‘‘is a great failure 
because it was built on conditions that 
did not exist. A party of radicals and 
conservatists in the French Socialist and 
Labor movements in 1919, gave power to 
the National Bloc, but a strong reac- 
tion against the bloc has set in now and 
it is Hkely that the bloc will suffer a 
great defeat in the next election. 

‘“The Communist organization in 
France is utterly destroyed and dis- 
credited, and there is an indication that 
the Communists will join the regular 
Socialists."’ 

He predicted that the number of So- 
cialists in the French Chamber of Depu- 
ties, which was reduced from 68 to 52 
in the election of 1919, would be in- 
creased to at least 100 in the election 
of 1924. 


Silk Exposition Plans. 


Edward M. C. Tower, Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the second In- 
ternational Silk Exposition to be held 
in Grand Central Palace soon, returned 
with Mrs. Tower after a trip to France 
and Switzerland to induce manufac- 
turers there to send exhibits. He eaid 
that they received the plan with enthu- 
siasm and that the exhibition this year 
would be greater than last year in the 
number and class of its foreign 
hibits. 

Dr. Arthur Ruppin, another passenger, 
was one of the leading members of the 
Zionist Committee in Jerusalem whe 
has lived fourteen years in Palestine. 
Before the war of 1914 Dr. Ruppin tried 
to make a census of the population of 
Palestine and was arrested by the of- 
ficials of the Turkish Government, who 
did not wish the people to know too 
much. 

Dr. Ruppin has come here, he said, to 
influence wealthy Jews in the United 
States to invest their capital in Pales- 
tine by establishing industries which 
will employ labor and help the country 
to advance. It is only by such means, 
he added, that the Jews can hope to 
have a national home in Palestine. The 
power plant would be established soon, 
he sald. 


Says Tariff Won’t Hurt Imports. 


Robert White, C. B. E., a Scottish 
woolen manufacturer, arrived with his 
wife to continue the work begun by the 
committee of manufacturers here earlier 
in the year. He was accompanied by 
Captain Phillip Burns, a manufacturer 
of Lancaster. Captain Burns said that 
certain British goods were needed here, 
and Americans would buy them and 
pay the extra price caused by. the new 
tariff. 

Morrie Sellar returned from mnooting 
grouse in Scotland with George é 
Gould ‘and Mrs. Gould at Castle Grant. 
He told the reporters that his bag 
averaged about 100 brace a day.

Even at Thanksgiving, Says Food Expert OF DOUBLE MURDER 


Turkeys are very plentiful this year, 
according to a statement issued yester- 
day by P. Q. Foy, food expert and pub- 
lisher of The New York Dally Market 
Report, and he predicted that the birds 
would be cheaper than last year. 

Mr. Foy said that he believed turkeys 
would reach the housewives this year 
10 to 15 cents a pound cheaper than last 
year. The supply, he added, is much 
larger than is generally believed. One 
thing that will tend to keep prices up, 
Mr. Foy said, is the effort that prob- 
ably will be made, from present re- 
ports, to dispose of frozen turkeys held 
over from last year at a price of 50 
cents or more a pound. . 

Texas, Mr. Foy said, will continue this 
year to be the leading contributing 
State. He said it was estimated that 
that State would ship from 700 to 750 
carloads of. dressed turkeys between 
now and Dec. 1. Probably 250 .car- 
loads will be received in this market for 
the Thanksgiving trade, he said. The 


LIQUOR FLEET NEAR; 
DRY NAVY ON GUARD 


All Marine Prohibition Forces 
Mobilize to Capture Cargoes 
Valued at $10,000,000. 


LEFT BAHAMAS ON OCT. 31 


Six British Schooners on Way to 
Test Three-Mile Limit With 
100,000 Cases of Rum. 


The various agencfes of the Federal 
Government are marshaling their forces 
in an effort to prevent the landing along 
the New York and New Jersey coasts 
of more than 100,000 cases of whisky, 
valued at about $10,000,000, bootleg 
prices, believed to be headed this way 
from the Bahamas on small vessels of 
British registry. 

The State Department's interpretation 
of international law, holding in effect 
that foreign vessels may not be seized 
outside the three-mile limit unless it is 
shown that the vessels, officers or crews 
get in touch with the shore and violate 
the laws of the United States through 
the medium of their own boats, has 
stimulated the rum-running business 
from the Bahamas, according to the 
view of local officials. 

Cable advices to the customs officials 
from Nassau, Bahamas, it was learned 
yesterday, are that during the week 
ended Oct. 31, six British schooners 
left that port with cargoes of liquors— 
the largest number in one week since 
the national prohibition law went into 
effect. Four of these vessels cleared 
for St. Pierre, Miquelon, and two for 
Tampico, Mexico. Customs officials 
say no doubt the ruling of the State 
Department in regard to the three-mile 
limit has caused a sudden increase in 
the clearances of rum-runners from the 


Bahamas and other nearby ports from 
which liquors may legally be shipped. 


All Small Vessels 


All six vessels are said to be small, 
ranging from twenty to seventy-nine 
tons, but capable of carrying large car- 
goes of whisky, and customs officials 
say that, irrespective of their destina- 
tion, the vessels may come to a point 
outside the three-mile limit and await 
the approach of numerous motor boats 
from the shore, and sell and deliver 
liquor, which may be landed in this 
country. 

In the opinion of some high prohibi- 
tion officials, there has been little let- 
up in the smuggling of liquors from 
Cuba and the Bahamas, though it was 
more difficult to land the liquor:when 
the dry navy operated ten miles out. 
Motor boat experts say that it was a 
hard matter for small craft to make the 
trip ten and twelve miles out and bring 
in cargoes of liquors, but that it was a 
comparatively easy matter for them to 
go out three or four miles. 

A new demand for smaller craft re- 
cently has sprung up along certain coast 
points, and some of the smugglers are 
operating high-powered motor boats, 
according to information which has 
reached prohibition headquarters. 
Agents have reported that bootieggera 
are promising there will be plenty of 
liquor during the Christmas season this 
year. 

In this connection it was learned that 
rices of liquors have materially dropped 
n the last week in some quarters; that 
the price of Scotch whiskv is quoted at 
$80 to $100 a case and rye at $70 to $80. 

Zone Chief John D. Appleby, who is 
‘‘land admiral” of the fleet of the «ry 
navy operating in this port, said last 
night that the rum chasers on Thursday 
sighted four or _ five  liquor-laden 
schooners off the Jersey coast. These 
boats came up from the Bahamas, Chief 
Appleby said. 


Harbor Police Asked to Help. 


Acting Federal Prohibition Director E. 
C. Yellowley, who, as head of the gen- 
eral agents of the country, has had in- 
vestigations made in Cuba and tre Ba- 
hamas, said that practically none of 
the Hquor smuggled into this country is 
the genuine article. He said that cheap 
Cuban alcohol is being used to ‘‘ cut” 
the Hquors as originally put up. 

The New York Harbor Police have 
been requested by the customs officials 
to help in running down the small motor 


boats that bring in the contraband from 
vessels just beyond the three-mile limit, 
and it was said that requests will be 
made to the Governors of New York. and 
New Jersey to direct the Sheriffs of all 
coast counties to be on the watch for 
any attempt on the part of the rum- 
runners to land their liquor cargoes. 
At a meeting yesterday of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the American Steam- 
ship Owners’. Association at the White- 
hall Club, President . H. Raymond 
residing, it was decided that there shall 
e no participation on behalf of the as- 
sociation as a whole in the test cases 
of the application of the prohibition law 
on shipboard, to be carried to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States by 
several individual steamship companies.

AIDS IN $25,000 RAID 


Federal Agents Make a Deal 
and Seize Liquors in San- 
tini’s Warehouse.

Witnesses In Bahamas Conspiracy 


Case Told to Be Ready to 
Appear When Called. 


Still working on information gained 
through connectidbns made on the new 
bootleg curb- market in the vicinity of 
Broadway and Forty-second Street, 
which has resulted in an average-of a 
raid a day for the last three months, 
Federal Prohibition Agents Charles 
Guttman, Harry Drescher and Peter 
Reager yesterday afternoon raided the 
Santini storage warehouse, a six-story 
building at 441 East 149th Street, the 
Bronx, where they seized about $25,000 
worth of whisky and wine., 

To aid the raiders and to see that 
order was maintained, Chris J. Fortman. 
chief city enforcement agent, detailed 
Agents Kern, Callihan and Marvollo to 
go to the warehouse. The raiders said 
they found that the particular boot- 
legger they were after had rented two 
storage rooms in the- warehouse, that 
in one room on the second floor they 
found forty-nine barrels of old wine 
and in a room on the third floor they 
fbund ninety-odd cases of Scotch whisky. 
The seized liquors were taken to the 
Knickerbocker Warehouse. 

The agents said that on the new boot- 


; legger’'s curb they were introduced to a 


man by the name of Hoffman or Roff- 


man, and he in turn took them to the| 


warehouse and showed them one case of 
the whisky. The price of the whisky 
was §95 a case, the agents said, and they 
bargained to buy a number: of cases, 
but as the representative refused to let 
them see more than the one case they 
broke off the negotiations. Then they 
went to Commissioner Hitchcock and 
obtained a search warrant, which was 
served on Ray Santini, manager of the 
warehouse. 


Santini Must Explain. 


Santini will appear before the United 
States District Attorney and explain 
how the lNquors happened to be in his 
place. The agents said he told them 
he did not know the character of the 


goods stored in the two rooms. 

“There have been more people before 
me charged with intoxication while 
driving an automobile than before pro- 
hibition went into effect,’’ said Magis- 
trate House in Traffic Court yesterday 
when he sentenced Jerry Healey, a 
chauffeur, of 385 Marion Street, Brook- 
lyn, to ten days in the workhouse and 
revoked his license. 

‘*Under the present enforcement, or 
rather non-enforcement, of the law,"’ 
continued the Magistrate, ‘‘ persons are 
driven to solvenel liquor, which seems 
to set them crazy."’ 

Assistant United States District At- 
torney Alexander G. Blue, in Brooklyn, 
has notified all Government witnesses 
in the case of Antonio Cassese, now in 
the Raymond Street Jail in default of 
$101,000 bail, awaiting trial on two in- 
dictments charging conspiracy to smug- 
le liquor into this country, to be ready 
i appear in the United States District 
Court, Brooklyn, when called. While 
the trial is set for Nov. 20, it was 
learned that it may be advanced to an 
earlier date. Judge Harlan B. Howe 
of Vermont may preside at the trial. 
Cassese is charged with conspiring to 
violate the Volstead act in connection 
with rum-running trips to the Bahamas. 
Mrs. Edith Stevens, locked up on Thurs- 
day in default of bail as a material 
witness, had not arranged bail late yes- 
terday. 


Rookle Policeman Freed. 


Joseph Hagen, a rookie patrolman, 
was freed on a charge of intoxication 
by Magistrate Geismar in the Fifth Ave- 
nue Court, Brooklyn. It was alleged 
he created a disturbance at Fifty-eighth 
Street and Fourth Avenue, Brooklyn. 

Sarah Ruane, 7, of 117 Morris Avenue, 
Newark, who was taken to the City 
Hospital in Newark Thursday suffering 
from alcoholic poisoning, died there yes- 
terday. An autopsy showed poison in 
the child’s stomach. When the child 
was taken to the hospital Mrs. John 
Ruane, her mother, told the police she 
believed the child had unwittingly swal- 
lowed a quantity of alcohol. 

On a charge of selling liquor to a 
minor, Harry Butler, a clerk in a deli- 
catessen store at 2,775 Eighth Avenue, 
was sentenced to thirty days in the 
workhouse.

MARINA SAILS WITH LIQUOR. 


Released British Schooner Leaves 
Providence With $75,000 Cargo. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., Nov. 3.—Freed 
from Federal custody today by an order 
of Judge Brown, the British schooner 
Marina, held here since her seizure off 
Block Island on August 12 by the pro- 
hibition patrol boat Hahn while her 
skipper, Archie Wentzell, and her crew 
of five were undergoing trial on a 
charge of unlawfully transporting 1,000 
cases of liquor within two and a half 
miles of Block Island, will clear this 
port tomorrow for an unknown destina- 
tion with her liquor cargo, valued at 
more than $75,000, aboard.

Jury Finds She Was Insane 
. When She Slew Husband . 
and Stenographer. 


SHE FAINTS AT VERDICT 


Women Embrace Her When Found 
Gulltless of Girl’s Death—Sec- 
ond Charge Is Dropped.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 3.—Mrs. Cath- 
erine Rosier was acquitted late this 
afternoon of the murder of Mildred 
Geraldine Reckitt, her husband’s stenog- 
rapher, and of Oscar Rosier, her hus- 
band, and freed. 


The jury was out 1 hour and 40 min- 
utes. 


The proceeding was extraordinary in 
that Mrs. Rosier, though tried only for 
the murder of Miss Reckitt, was freed 
by the same jury of the charge of mur- 
dering her husband. Mrs. Rosier was 
taken into court a second time at 5 
o’clock for the second acquittal. The 
jury returned this verdict at the order 
of Judge Barratt without leaving the 
box, 

Mrs. Rosier, who is suffering from 
heart disease and anemia, fainted twice 
when she learned she had been acquitted 
of murdering Miss Reckitt. At the 
second acquittal she shook hands with 
the jurors, smiling and thanking them 
for the verdict. 

Both verdicts were attended with un- 
usual demonstrations. Both times the 
women, who jammed the courtroom, 
surged forward to throw their arms 
about the defendant. 

Mrs. Rosier collapsed a few moments 
after the jury had been charged by the 
Judge and had retired at 2:53 o’clock. 
She was carried to the Sheriff’s cell 
room and there revived by a _ police 
surgeon. She lay on a bench in a fever 
of impatience for word that the jury 
had reached a verdict. 

At 4:35 o’clock word came to. the 
courtroom from the jury that it had 
reached a verdict. The jurors had taken 
| their places and with the arrival of 
| Mrs. Rosier, escorted by her counsel, 
;}the moment for which she had prayed, 
j}yet dreaded, had come. 

‘| Not guilty,’’ said the foreman, in a 
clear voice. 

Mrs. Rosier did not utter a word, She 
merely went limp in the arms of her 
two attorneys. They caught her before 
she could fall. 

She was revived and taken to the 

heriff's cell room, where, propped up 
on pillows, she was the centre. of a 
throng of women. Some of the women 
on the jury panel were there and they 
hugged and kissed her. The mother of 
one of the jurors who set her free was 
in the room and she, too, hurried for- 
ward to embrace Mrs. Rosier. Mean- 
while her attorneys had returned to the 
courtroom and were fighting another 
legal battle for her. 

She was charged in three indictments 
in the Reckitt case, the third being 
voluntary manslaughter. This was sub- 
mitted immediately and she was freed 
| of all charges in relation to the killing 
of Miss Reckitt, 

Mr. Scott, her attorney, then urged 
that the bills in the Rosier murder case 
be submitted lNkewise. Mr. Speiser, As- 
sistant District Attorney, objected that 
he lacked authority to do his. Mr. Scott 
contended that if Mrs. Rosier had been 
acquitted of the charge of killing Miss 
| Reckitt on the ground that she was 
emotionally insane when she shot the 
stenographer, she was in the same con- 
dition when she shot her husband and 
should, therefore, be acquitted of that 
indictment. 

District Attorney Rosan was sum- 
moned and seemed to demur. Judge 
Barratt argued that it would be a 
waste of money.-to bring Mrs. Rosier 
to trial on the other indictments. They 
agreed in-a;few minutes, and the jury 
was summoned back to the box. Mrs. 
Rosier was sent for, and with the 
courtroom still crowded, for the second 
time she was acquitted. 

In summing up for the defense before 
the Judge’s charge to the jury Mr. 
Scott said: 

“JT will show you that an unseen 
power controlled the hand that held 
the pistol, that her unbalanced mind 
had no control over her fingers.’’ 

Before beginning he had Mrs. Rosier's 
seat changed so that she faced the 
jury. 





PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 3. — Asked 
after her acquittal today on the charge 
of murdering her husband and his ste- 
nographer, Mrs. Catherine Rosier said: 

‘‘T intend to rest and forget. I am so 
happy I cannot realize it. All my love 
will be centred in Richard.” The baby, 
who figured conspicuously in the trial 
|}as the dead man’s son, is now 1 year 
|old. She was asked about Oscar Jr., an 
11-year-old son of Rosier by a former 


marriage. 

“IT am ~very proud of him,” she 
answered. “I am going to bring him 
up.” 

‘Tremendous applause swept the 
crowded courtroom on the announce- 
ment of the verdict, and the cheering 
persisted despite frantic efforts of court 
attachés to restore order. At least six 
women, fainted and in the case of one 
some difficulty was experienced in re- 
storing her to consciousness.

HOOVER COUNSELS 


Secretary of Commerce Asks 
Jersey Audience to Help Elect 
Republican Congress. 


DECLARES THE TARIFF VITAL 


Speaking In Behalf of Frelinghuy- 
sen, Hé Ascribes Good Times 
to His Party. 


ENGLEWOOD, N. J., Nov. 8.—Secre- 
tary of Commerce Herbert C. Hoover, 
speaking tonight on behalf of Senator 
Frelinghuysen’s candidacy for re-elec- 
tion, urged the return of a Republican 
Congress to insure continuance of the 
Government’s co-operation with industry 
and commerce, by which he declared 
‘* the most rapid recovery in our history 
from an unparalleled business depres- 
sion and unemployment’’ had been 
made. 

He said revision of the American 
tariff was absolutely necessary, about 
forty-five countries previously having 
been engaged in revising their own up- 
ward, due to the economic shifts caused 
by the war. A Government’s primary 
concern, Mr. Hoover said, was to em- 
ploy and feed its people, adding that 
there were 4,000,000 or 5,000,000 persons 
out of work when the Administration 
went into office. 

‘* Much of this unemployment was due 
to the relation of the Government to 
the business and industrial machinery of 
the country,’”’ he added. ‘‘ The work of 
the Administration and the resolute ac- 
tion of our business community filled 
the dinner pails of the nation in so short 
a period as sixteen months, and today 
our employers are searching for labor. 


‘‘Until the Government brought effi- 
ciency into its business and brought its 
policies into accord with the necessities 
of the country the other businesses of 
the country could not recover, 

“The expenditures of the Government 
were reduced from over $5,500,000,000 
a year to less than $3,500,000,000 a year. 
Taxation was reduced by $800,000,000 
a year. Nearly 200,000 employes of the 
Government, in its civiliam and mili- 
tary departments, were dismissed and 
turned from a burden on the commu- 
nity to a support to the community 
through, their productive work. 

‘Peace has been made. The limita- 
tion of naval armament has been 
brought about, not only to enable reduc- 
tion in Government expenditure, but, 
above all, to give that security in peace 
which is vital for the recuperation of in- 
dustry’ and commerce. -Aid has been 

iven to our farmers, both directly and 
ndirectly. The financial operations af 
the Government have been put upon 
such a basis as to give the least in- 
terference with the progress of commer- 
cial business. The Government has co- 
operated with industry and commerce in 
the solution of a multitude of questions 
and crises that they were confronted 
with during this great period of depres- 
sion. The result is that we have made 
the most rapid aig 4 in our history 
from an unparalleled business depres- 
sion and unemployment.”’ 

Tremendous economic problems affect- 
ing the welfare of every man, woman 
and child in the United States still await 
constructive solution despite the great 
amount accomplished in the country’s 
sound reconstruction, Mr. Hoover said. 
He went on: 

‘“We have the problems in our rail- 
ways, in the coal industry, in the rela- 
tionship of employes and employers, in 
the vital necessities and services, the 
roblems of further reorganization of the 

ederal Government, so as to reduce 
taxation and increase efficiency, the 
problems of the allied debt, and we have 
within the Administration a hundred 
problems of good housekeeping in Gov- 
ernment business."’ 

He cited the Administration’s accom- 
lishment in bringing about the distri- 
bution of coal at reasonable prices, and, 
reviewing the railroad situation, said: 
‘“* Action in some direction is imperative 
if industry and commerce are not to be 
further strangled by shortage in trans- 
portation. 


BUFFALO GRAFT RING 
IS SENTENCED TO JAIL 


Former Commissioner Malone Gets

ACTRESS LOSES SUIT 
AGAINST PRINCE MURAT 


His Note to Her Promising Income 
Was Not on Stamped Paper 
or Daly Witnessed.

PARIS, Nov. 3.—When Prince Alex- 
ander Murat wrote a love letter to Miss 
Carolina Settle, formerly an American 
actress, he did not use stamped paper 
and have it witnessed by a lawyer. That 
was why in the Paris courts today Miss 
Settle failed to get judgment in her suit 
for 400,000 francs damages from the 
Prince. 

The story of their adventure began in 
the years, before the war when Prince 
Alexander was some 23 years old. Ac- 
cording to the evidence in court, Miss 
Settle had then behind her a career 
which extended over ten years on the 
American stage. Their love lasted until 
the days just before the war, when the 
Prince was compelled for family reasons 
to leave her. Before the final break he 
wrote this last love Ietter: 

eg dear Clo: 

I have loved you deeply, but life has 
forced us apart. I cannot tell you 
how I have suffered and I can only 
hope that you don’t want me any 
more. I want your future to be set- 
tled, s0 will give you 10,000 francs a 
month for a year and 2,000 a month 
for the rest of your life. Good-bye, 
dear Clo, I will make you a present 
of 200,000 francs, as well as give you 
the furniture which I have had made. 

Within a few days of writing this 

letter the Prince was mobilized and, 
while he did his duty at the front, he 
did not forget to pay the remittances he 
had promised to the girl he had left 
behind.

Advance in Stocks Despite Mid- 
day Reaction—vUnited States 


Bonds Notably Strong. 


The noteworthy movement on yester- 
day’s financial markets was the rise in 
United States Government bonds, which 
carried the new 4% per cents back to 


the subscription price. It is nine days 
since those bonds definitely broke par; 
within that brief space of time they 
have declined 1% point and recovered 
the loss—in its way an unusual incident. 
The fourth 4% per cent. Liberty bonds 
rose nearly % point yesterday, making 
their recovery from the low point of 
last week 1% point, although yester- 
day’s high price was still nearly 1% 


below the closing figure of the day 
before the new $500,000,000 loan was 
announced. 

Evidently, this has been a very dif- 
ferent kind of reaction from that which 
occurred, for instance, after the float- 
ing of the 4% per cents of November, 
; 1918, when the war was already vir- 
tually over yet when the new bonds 
opened on the Stock Exchange at 98, 
sold at 96 a few weeks later, and 
thenceforward pursued an almost unin- 
terrupted downward course until they 
hit the low mark of 82 in May of 1920. 
The quickness of recovery from the 
recent reaction shows that whatever 
dislodgment of Government bonds may 
have been caused by the sale of $511,- 
000,000 new 414s for cash, or by realiz- 
ing sales to recover private capital for 
business uses, intrinsic values were 
little affected. The decline, instead of 
provoking sales by apprehensive in- 
vestors, has served on this occasion as 
a signal for turning the reservoir of 
available capital into the market. 

On the stock market yesterday's move- 
ment was again definitely upward, some 
shares advancing 3 to 5 points. But the 
day's highest prices were not in most 
cases maintained, final net gains were 
irregular ‘and there was evidence that 
the selling at the day’s highest prices 
came quite as much from realizing by 
speculators who had bought stocks two 
or three days ago, as from renewed 
operations for the decline. The market 
nevertheless closed firm.

Prices Continue Upward. 
Yesterday's stock market as a whole 
continued the upward movement which 
began in the late dealings on Wednes- 
day, but, while substantial gains were 


made yesterday, the net advances were 


not as large as Thursday's. The greater 
part of the buying yesterday was again 
believed to be for the account of specu- 
lators who had sold stocks for the de- 
cline, but nevertheless there were sev- 
eral incidents in yeaterday’s market 
which created better feeling. One was 
the impressive manner in which United 
States Steel common moved up 2% points 
to 107°, closing at the high price for 
‘the day. The other was the announce- 
iment by the Studebaker Corporation ad- 
vancing prices for certain models of 
cars. The action of the market in. re- 
bounding. so swiftly from the recent low 
levels) evidently had done much to 


| change sentiment in the financial dis- 
itrict. One Wall Street operator re- 


!marked: ‘The recent reaction lasted only 
itwo weeks, but, judging from the state 
‘of mind.in Wall Street, one would im- 
agine it had lasted about two months.’’ 
The trend of opinion yesterday afternoon 
was still that the bull market for 1922 is 
over, but that prices for the balance of 
the year could move in a fairly wide 
radius without indicating any change in 
the character of the market. 


Studebaker’s Price Announcement and 
the Market. 

After opening at 12714 and declining to 
25% during the forenoon trading yes- 
terday, Studebaker gave signs of heavi- 
ness yesterday. About noon, however, 
news reached the financial district that 
the company had advanced the price of 
certain models of cars from $50 to $135 
per car. This announcement caused 
short’ covering and new buying in the 
stock and forced it above 130, It closed 
with a net gain of 2? points. The action 
of this stock imparted strength in other 
motor shares. The Street believed that 
the increase indicates that ‘‘ the price- 
cutting wave '’ which had enveloped the 
motor industry for more than a year is 
over, despite the fact the action is un- 
derstood to have been due to higher 
steel prices. However, it is looked upon 
as a sign of the times, and predictions 
are made that other companies will be 
forced to take similar action before the 
1923 motor show opens in January. The 
motor accessory shares also moved up 
sharply, especially American Bosch Mag- 
neto Company, which gained 4% points,

Germany’s Gold Loan. 

The application of the German Cabinet 
to the Reparation Commission for per- 
mission to float a 500,000,000 gold mark 
external loan, was likened yesterday by 
some of the international bankers to the 
enthusiastic young man who applies at 
the counter for a marriage license be- 
fore he proposes to the prospective 
bride. There is a possibility in both 
cases that formal permission might be 
counted upon. So far as bankers here 
are concerned, however, they have no 
information’ about a prospective loan, 
either here or in other “ external” coun- 
tries. Since the declaration of the Com- 
mittee of Bankers several weeks ago on 
such a loan, the subject has been allowed 
to rest, and up to yesterday there had 
not even been any reports about it. With 
the proper ‘set up,” as regards interest, 
maturity, sinking fund, security and 
other features, bankers expressed the 
belief yesterday that a good-sized block 
of the bonds could be sold here, but 
that it would require, primarily, the 
names of half a dozen-houses of the 
highest class, and probably a very slow 
and dignified distribution. Bankers are 
not disposed to make snap judgment on 
German bonds. They do not want to 
have to sit up with a-corpse, as a few 
of them who have tried to sell certain 


foreign bonds in this market this year 


are now doing.

Traffic in the West. 


Railroad offictals who have been a bit 
jolted by the manner in which expenses, 
resulting from the shopmen’s strike, have 
eaten.into September éarnings, were in- 
clined to be a bit more optimistic yes- 
terday when individual reports of traffic 
from some of the Western carriers were 
issued. The North Western, for example, 
showed total loadings for October amount- 
ing to 204,294 carloads; as against 170,-

"BUSINESS ‘STILL IMPROVES. | 


Dun’s and Bradstreet’s Report Con- 
tinued Gains. 


The improving tendencies of various 
branches of business in this country re- 
main sharply defined, according to Dun’s 
review, even though abatement of buy- 
ing is noticeable in some quarters. 
“ Fluctuations in volume of transactions 
are naturally to be expected,” it is 
pointed out, ‘‘and contraction of demand 
in certain lines this.week does not mean 
that progress has suddenly halted. Re- 
cent purchases have run beyond prece- 
dent in special instances, and have been 
large in many cases, and some require- 
ments are so well covered for the. pres- 
ent that further commitments are tem- 
porarily deferred. 

“With a wider recognition of the bet- 
terment in conditions, a general strength- 
ening of sentiment is witnessed, and a 
disposition to expand operations on a 
conservative basis has succeeded the 
policy of hesitation and waiting. Where 
prices had risen sharply because of 
strike influences, as in fuel and fron and 
steel, a reactionary trend has lately’ de- 
veloped, with some buyers now holding 
off to see how far the reajustment will 
carry. The main price movement, how- | 
ever, continues unmistakably upward, | 
Dun’s list of wholesale quotations still | 
disclosing an excess of advances, and 
new high records for the season were , 
again established this week by wheat 
and cotton.” \ 

Bradstreet’s says in part: 

“Developments of the week as regards 
the much discussed buying in agricultur- ; 
ai sections have been mainly favorable | 
to the-idea of growth in trade in this; 
direction. If mail-order trade in October | 
is to be taken as a guide to agricultural | 
buying, the gain of 41 per cent. over | 
September and of 21 per cent. over Oc- 
tober a year ago is certainly encourag- ; 
ing. 

“The fact is that farmers have done 
best in live stock, cattle leading, and in 
corn and cotton, fairly well in wheat, 
but poorly on oats, potatoes and fruit. 
Some extraordinarily lew prices for po- 
tatoes are reported as the result of} 
heavy yields in Western States, and 
some shipments of oats have resulted in 
a bill for freight which exceeded the; 
returns from the market price.

The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court decided yesterday that the estate 
of Andrew Carnegie need not pay an 
inheritance tax on the residence at 
Ninetieth Street and Fifth Avenue, be- 
cause the title to the property was held 
by Mr. and Mrs. Carnegie as tenants 
by the entirety, and that Mr. Carnegie’s 
death merely released the property to 
his wife, but did not create an actual 
transfer taxable at the time the deeds 
were made in 1898 and 1899. The laws 
were amended later to provide a tax 
in such a case... 

The Appellate Division decision fol- 
lows the ruling by the Court of Appeals 
in a case reported in THE TIMES last 
Spring, at which tlme it was _ stated 
that the decision would apply to the 
Carnegie estate and that the decision of 
Surrogate Foley that the estate must 
pay a tax on half the realty would be 
overruled. The Surrogate had followed 
a ruling by the Appellate Division in 
Brooklyn, which George Brokaw Comp- 
ton, the appraiser of the Carnegie estate, 
had refused to accept as a precedent 
because of his belief that the Court of 
Appeals would decide to the contrary. 


The Appellate Division upholds the ap- 
praiser. 

The Carnegie estate saves $55,000 tax 
by the Appellate Division decision, but 
will have to pay a tax on the $3,075,- 
000 paid to the Federal Government as 
an inheritance tax, with the result that 
the residuary estate of $5,300,000, which 
went to Mrs. Carnegie, is reduced by 
the amount of the Federal tax, but she 
must pay just as if she had retained 
the money. The Carnegie estate pointed 
out that many States exempt the sums 
paid to the Federal Government from 
State taxation, but the opinion of the 
Appellate Division said: 

“However persuasive may be_ the 


reasoning for the adoption of a differ- 


ent rule and the welght of the authorl- 
ties cited by counsel from other States, 
we are compelled to follow the decision 
of the Court of Appeals, as was the 
learned Surrogate.’’

LAUDS MILLER’S COAL MOVE. 


Federal Fuel Official Calis State’s 
Action the Most Effective. 
Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, Nov. 3.—Due to the. action 
taken by Governor Miller and the 
Legislature, New York State will be 
supplied with hard coal up to the limit 
of the power of the Federal Fuel Ad- 
ministrator. This was indicated today 
when George Featherstone, Secretary 
to Governor Miller, made public tele- 
graphic correspondence between the 
Governor and C. E. Spens, Federal 
Fuel Administrator at Washington. 

On Oct. 65, Governor Miller tele- 
graphed Mr. Spens that coal was being 
moved through New York State to 
Canadian points and that people in this 
State were receiving a small amount of 
coal. ‘To make matters worse,’’ the 
Governor wired, ‘‘ our people are being 
told to mix bituminous and small sizes 
of anthracite with what little of domes- 
tic sizes they are getting, while the coal 
moving to Canada is all of domestic 
sizes.’ The Governor asked Mr. Spens 
to get in touch with Willam #H. 
Woodin, State Fuel Administrator. 

Replying to the Governor's telegram, 
F. R. Wadleigh, assistant to Mr. Spens, 
stated that up to Oct. 14 New York 
State had received 940,000 tons of 
anthracite against 251,000 to all of 
Canada. He pointed out that the nor- 
mal ratio of Canada’s consumption was 
33 per cent. end showed that Canada 
had been receiving only 26 per cent. 
Canada also was taking a larger pro- 
portion of bituminous coal, he stated.

Increase In Silk Consumption. 


Stocks of raw: silk in storage in the 
principal local warehouses on Nov. 1, 
according to the Statistical Bureau of 
the Silk Association of America, totaled 
40,743 bales, compared with 36,795 on 
Oct. 1. Of this amount there were 32,- 
967 bales of Japanese silk, 125»=Italian 
and 7,651 of ‘‘ all others.’’

Novelties In Nickel Goods. 


Many. novelties in nickel goods are 
now being offered to the trade here for 
the holiday season.

BRINGS GOLD COINS 
MINTED BY CROESUS 


Dr. George Horton, Consul Gen- 
eral at Smyrna, Arrives With 
Thirty Specimens. 


FOUND IN ANCIENT LYDIA 


Discovered by American Archaeo- 
logical Society—-Belleved First 
Gold Currency Ever Made. 


Dr. George Horton, United States Con- 
sul General at Smyrna, where he wit- 
nessed the burning and sacking of the 
ancient seaport and the evacuation of 
40,000 refugees in five days, arrived 
here yesterday on the America of the 
United States Lines, bringing -with him 
a priceless treasure in the shape of 
thirty small gold coins which were 
minted in the reign of King Croesus in 
the Sixth Century, B. C. They are said 
to be the first gold coins that were 
ever made and were called ‘ staters.”’ 

The thirty specimens were found at 
Sardis in ancient Lydia, about 60 miles 
inland from Smyrna, recently in a small 
glass jar by members of the American 
Archeological Society and given to Dr. 
Horton for safe keeping in his safe in 
the Consulate at Smyrna. 

On one side of each coin is a bull’s 
head and on the other a lion’s head. 
The outlines are quite Yiscernible. They 
were evidently cast in a die of pure 
gold, he said, and then trimmed down 
by hand. The coins are very crude but 
round. They will be turned over to the 
American Archeological Society today. 
He said he thought it advisable to re- 
move them from the safe in the Con- 
sulate when the building started to 
burn, along with the official documents 
which are being brought back on a 
United States naval destroyer. 

Dr. Horton was sent to Smyrna In 


1912. He has been a quarter of. a 
century in the United States consular 
service. When America entered the 
war in 1917 he had to go to Berne, 
Switzerland, with the other members of 
the American colony there. After the 
signing of the armistice he returned to 
Smyrna and took up his official duties 
again, and remained until the fire last 
month and the inrush of the refugees 
from the interior fleeing before the 
Turkish invaders. He estimates his 
personal loss at about $15,000, for his 
house in Smyrna with all its furnish- 
ings, including an_ automobile, was 
destroyed. it is understood that he is 
oing to Washington to consult with the 
State Department on the fate of the 
half dozen naturalized American citi- 


zens, who have been missing since the | 


burning of the city. 


Dr. Horton’s wife and daughter were | 
with him when the City of Smyrna was | 


invaded and were with the rest of the 
American colony that was forced to 
take to relief ships, which carried them 
to Piraeus, Greece. He said that he 
could not say too much in praise of the 
American men and women for their 
bravery and unselfishness during the 
conflagration.

TAKES IODINE IN SCHOOL. 


Prompt Remedies Save Life of Girl 
Who Had Been Reprimanded. 


After she had been reprimanded by her 
teacher for failure to answer a question 
in geography class at Public School 178, 
Pennsylvania and Liberty Avenues, Elsie 
Muchnikoff, 14 years old and a cripple, 
swallowed the contents of a vial of 
jodine yesterday, the police say, and 
collapsed in her seat. The teacher, Miss 
Clara Morris, aided by several pupils, 
carried her to the office of the school 
principal, Dr. H. E. Quinn, who notified 
the Miller Avenue Police Station and 
summoned an ambulance from the Brad- 
ford Street Hospital. In the meantime 
emetics were administered by the prin- 
cipal. 

When Dr. Tennis arrived in an ambu- 
lance he treated her and ordered her to 
taken home. He said that the only 


effects of the poison were burns on the 
mouth. 

The girl is a member of the graduating 
class at the school and lives at 60 Hins- 
dale Street, Brooklyn. 


PLAN ELECTION FRAUD DRIVE 


Burns and Other U. S. Officials to 
Confer at Newark on Monday. 


TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 3.—William 
J. Burns, Chief of the Bureau of In- 
vestigation of the Department of Jus- 
tice, and Assistant Attorney General 
John Grim of that department will con- 
fer with United States District Attor- 
ney Winne in Newark on Monday to 
map out plans in the gigantic drive 
against election frauds. 

It was learned from investigation into 
the alleged fraudulent registration in 
Hudson and Essex that about 200 per- 
sons not properly registered were found 
out of 3,000 cases investigated. It is 
charged that men, in sbome instances, 
received from 25 cents to 75 cents for 
registering falsely. 

Two women, whose names were with- 
held, were summoned before the Grand 
Jury today to teJl how their names were 
registered. They sald they had not 
registered and did not know who regis- 
tered for them. They added they did 
not want to register and were not going 
to vote. 


HOOVER GETS ODD GIFT. 


Poland Presents Him With Blanket 
Woven From Human. Hair. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—A blanket of 
human hair, woven from the shorn 
tresses of a Polish woman, has been re- 
ceived by Secretary Hoover as an ex- 
pression of gratitude for his efforts 
toward famine relief in Poland. 

The blanket, which is about five feet 
in length by four in width, is Nght 
brown in color, and consists of a loose 
mesh of coarse woolen fibre closely in- 
terwoven with strands of human hair. 
In the centre is a design resembling a 
shamrock.

TRUSTEES UPHOLD ~~ 
FARM SCHOOL DIRECTOR 


Board Stands by Officials Who 
Expelled 86 Students From 
the Institution.

FARMINGDALE, L. I., Nov. 3.—The 
Trustees of the New York State School 
of Applied Agriculture upheld the 
Director, A. A. Johnson, and the dis- 
ciplinary committee in expelling eighty- 
six students at a meeting which began 
this afternoon and lasted until 9 o’clock 
at night.

In the case of the engineer, the study and practice 
of concentration is an essential feature of his ad- 
vancement in his profession, a distinct feature of his 
training. He must be able to muster all his mental 
forces in perfect order and obedience. 


It is this capacity for concentration that has 
made it possible for the engineer to lay down the 
course man must follow if he would progress. And 
‘it is this course of which our present state of im- 
patient indecision is in so great, need. 


Until we accept the practical conclusions of the 
engineer our future will be handicapped by chance. 
Until we keep faith with his expressed principles 
of economics, the principles of fair return for fair 
effort, and of effort based on the science of service, 
our means and aims of life will be cheap and un- 


profitable.
